Work will be given 
In arranging the table and planning 
and serving a meal at short notice, 
lint above all, the Idea of helpfulness 
and the spirit of true hospitality will 
fie brought out.

The generous sympathy of the 
American people has been aroused by 
the suffering or the women and chil- 
dren nnd other non-combatants of 
Belgium, who have been made home- 
less and destitute by the invasion of 
their country Prosperous towns 
have been destroyed and peaceful vil- 
lages have been laid waste. Thous- 
ands or people have nothing In the 
world left, no money, no clothes, no 
chance of earning a living of any son 
while the Invasion lasts, not a roof 
over their heads, and no food. With 
the object of relieving a part at least 
of this suffering ft central committee 
has been formed in America. The 
money raised in the campaign being 
conducted at the Col lone will he sent 
to the branch of Hit* committee at 
Kansas City, Mo. 

Winter Is now coming on, in fact 
the cold weather has already begun 
In Belgium, and the lack of food and 
clothing is every day more Intensely 
felt. Why should we not give or our 
lltlllliflllinil to suffering humanity? It 
dues not mean that a burden will be 
placed upon anybody. If each one 
will do his part the money will be 
raised and oUn Hclgians wll Ibe care-I 
for through the winter by the faculty 
and student liody of the Kansas Agri- 
cult oral Col lose. Surely each mem- 
lier of the student lsidv wishes to have 
a part in this campaign. ROMBh r 
that If each one will give lb" small 
sum of $0.20 the funds will be raised. 
It means little to you but R means ev- 
erything to the people of stricken 
Belgium. 

It Is the small contribution that is 
needed, that is the help of each mem- 
ber of the student imdy. Everyone 
should get behind the movement and 
consider It his duty to do his part 
It is the united efforts of each stu- 
dent of the College which is going to 
make the campaign a success.

Hurrah for the city administration: 

While we arc butty looking over the 
returns of the state and county elcc- 
ifons, wo should not forget the fact 
(hat Manhattan has one or the 11 vest 
and best bunch of city officials to be 
fiiund anywhere In the state. When 
I hern is anything needed in town the 
people may depend upon it that the 
present ariiulnlstrution will get It or 
KO ns far toward getting it ns (he 
funds of the city will permit. And 
Unit is as much as anyone can expert 
I he officers lo do. Considering that 
Hie funds In the various departments 
have not been larse enoiteh to in»kc 
ns rapid strides as the officials would 
like to make, every man in town wilt 
iidntit that the town has gone for- 
ward la everything pertaining lo the 
city's welfare. 

Now comes the water department 
ivlth an an noil t) cement (hut the water 
mains of the city, which have In e» dn- 
Ing duty for the [mat 27 years without 
being cleaned, ore to be drained and 
freed of all corroded matter. All sedi- 
ment, and there la much or this, Is to 
be removed from the pipes, and this 
will not only tend to purer water, but 
will Increase the pressure. The wa- 
ter now used In this city has been 
tested at the Kansas University lab- 
oratories and Found to contain Iron 
find magnesia to some extent, but ac- 
cording to medical mon, they are 
harmless ingredients, except that they 
discolor the water and make It some- 
limes unsightly. As soon as the 
money Is available, the department 
plnns to Install a water softening ap- 
paratus, which will not only soften. 
but purify the water as well. With 
this Installed, It Is certain that Man- 
hattan 'e water wilt he second to none 
in the state. 

Recently the water department sunk 
(wo now 2 1 -Inch wells and the water 
in these Is found to lw» lietter than 
Trom the old wells. It la clearer and 
purer and Is now being pumped dally. 
The new pump, which was installed 
some time ago, was not set up right 
tiy the men rrnm whom It was pur- 
chased, and this will have to be cor- 
rected before it can he used. How- 
ever, the city ta holding hack half the 
purchase price of the pump and is 
therefore fully protected In case the 
pump docs not work. 

When the new wells were sunk 
some time ago, the department ctean- 
M all of Its' suction lines and the 
plant Is In the best possible shape at 
this time. When the money Is avail- 
able the officials of Manhattan will 
take many steps toward the improve- 
ment of the city, hut it will take time. 
*nd in the meantime people will not 
''vrget that Manhattan has made won- 
derful strides under the present ad- 
ministration.

They Receive ^'M a Year More Than 
Unskilled Workmen. 

Twenty-five hundred dollars a year 
is the advantage that an engineer who 
is si graduate of a college has over 
tbe average unskilled workman, ac- 
cording to figures furnished by W. A. 
Potter, dean of engineering In the 
Kansas Agricultural College. 

The unskilled workman earns an 
average of SSOO; the trained work- 
man earns $WM>; the college graduate 
engineer earns 13.000. The college 
trained man capitalized at 1 per cent 
has a money value to the comunlty of 
$75,000. 

At the present ttme at least 2-">,u0(i 
pttidenta are registered in the engi- 
neering colleges of the United Slates 
In mechanical, civil and electrical 
courses, and they are graduating at 
the rate of 4,000 a year. This repre- 
sents a valuation of 1220,000, ooo. 



Profound Changes Will Come Regard- 
less of the Outcome. 

"Whatever may b*> the outcome of

The fulfillment of these prom 
ives wil'. or would, mean radlral and 
momentous changes In the status of a 
lane part of the Russian people, in 
Die constitution of the Hussinn Em- 
pire, and in the relations hat W WW 
Rsaaia and other nations, particular- 
ly with the Inited Stiles, The non- 
fulfillment of them wonld mean scarce- 
ly less radical and momentous crisis 
In Htissian affairs, at home and 
abroad. The question Is. Wlil they be 
lulfltled'' In the terse phrase of th< 
Man of the Street, Will Russia make 
good?"

HAS OLD WEATHER RECORDS. 

Host Complete Records In State Held 
by the College, 

The weather station of the Kansas 
Agricultural College has the oldest 
complete weather records In the state. 
The records date back to 185S when 
Isaac Goodnow, one of the founders 
of the old Bluemont college, began 
to keep weather records. 

The College observatory Is equipped 
with all of the latest scientific Instru- 
ments which are necessary to obtain 
accurate results. The weather record-, 
prove of great value to the agricul- 
tural experiment station, for rainfall. 
frost and temperature records are 
r. mailable for the past fifty yeare. 

Wept her records were begun in sev- 
eral other places before the civil war 
but the records of all the stations ex- 
cept the one at the College we-re| 
either destroyed or neglected. 

"The rainfall In Kansas is not In- 
creasing," savs J. O. Hamilton, nro- 
lessor of physics, who is In charge of 
the weather station. "Our records 
nhow that during the past tlfty-dx 
years the avenge rainfall has been 
nearly HI inches. Taking the first 
twenty-five year period as compared 
lo the last twenty-five year period the 
results show a sllpht increase in fav- 
or of the later period However, by 
dividing the years differently, an In- 
crease can be shown for the earlier 
period."

A carload of llour lor the Belgians 
la the yoal tho committee In charge 
of the Belief Fund movement being 
carrlod on at the College has act for 
Itself, This was decided at a meet- 
ing of the committee Wednesday af- 
ternoon. The campaign will Ihj car- 
ried on in cooperation with tlie state 
movement but It will be a separate 
unit In Itself and will represent the 
College only. 

A carload of wheat will be secured 
from the College farm at Hays and 
thia will he ground into flour at the 
College flour mill located In the new 
rgricultural building. The Hour will 
be put in sacks upon which are print- 
ed In the Collese colors the name of 
the Institution, Its locution, the seal 
of the College, and the brand "Aggies 
Beat." 

It will take a thousand dollars to 
huy the wheat, pay for the tacks, and 
the cost of milling. Of this amount 
$500 will be solicited rrom the facul- 
ty and $500 from the student body. 
If each atudent will give K cents the 
amount will be raised The campaign 
which has been pushed by the Col- 
legian will be merged into thla larger 
campaign and all funds heretofore 
raised will be turned In on thlB move- 
ment. Those who have already sult- 
scrilted will not be solicited again. 

The flour will be hauled to an eaat- 
ern seaport, probably New York City, 
without charge by the railroads. The 
car which it will be shipped In will 
be decorated with lianners telling the 
contents of the car. where it Is rrom, 
and Its deattnatfon. 

The movement la a i>Mr undertaking 
but if each one will take it upon him- 
self to do his part the money will be 
raised. It will take united effort but 
It can lie done. Bach fraternity, soror- 
ity, literary society, county club, and 
other organizations of the College 
slamld vote something toward th- 
en mpalsn 

All funds must kM turned in at the 
office of .1. T. t.ardner. financial sec- 
retary of the College, who will have 
charge of the money. Mr Lardner'a 
office Is directly opposite the College 
Cost Offlee. 

The committee in charge or the 
movement at the College Is composed 
of Dean William M. Jsrdlne. Prof, Al- 
bert Dickens, and H. EL licppe. 

As heretofore the name? of those 
who subscribe to the fund will be 
published in the Collegian.

The present Buropean war la In- 
terfering seriously with shipments of 
foreign nursery stock, apple sred, root 
i-tocks as Mnhaleb Cherry, and green- 
house plants, aa Azaleas, according 
tn I*. W. Cliiasaen, assistant stale en- 
lcmoIod.-<t. Formerly these shipments 
raroe from France, Belgium and Hol- 
land, and so far this year shipments 
liave come only from llotlnnd. 

Kansas la one of the principal ap- 
ple growing states of the United State* 
and the seed for Its nursery stock Is 
Imported entirely from Europe, c.hieflv 
from France. Nursery men are much 
worried now what to do for apple 
seed for next summer's planting.

Mtlland K. Shaler, agent of the I»n- 
don America committee, who has Just 
visited Brussels, reports that even 
there "many of the well-to-do people 
had no bread," tn the districts which 
Have been devastated conditions are 
even worse. Mr. Sbaler says: "As 
we neared the Belgian frontier we 
saw the pitiful plight of the reruges 
in Holland. Once in Belgium we came 
across a stream of poor persons pour- 
ing bark Into Antwerp In every con- 
ceivable kind of conveyance and on 
foot. They carried their liahies and 
lielnngtngs Between Antwerp and 
Mecblln the destruction or habitations 
In every town and hamlet was com- 
plete. Kiiniilic» were living In partly 
Mimed buildings or In Improvised 
structures and on the roi'dwayi. The 
Kiifferlng is Intense and food supplies 
practically do nut enlat." 

King Albert or the Belgians, who 
has liei-n at the rronl with his sol- 
diers, wires thus: "Despite of all that 
can be done the suffering In the com- 
ing winter will lie terrible, but the 
tardea we must liear will be lighten- 
ed If my people can tie spared the 
pnngt. of hunger, with Its frlchtfiH 
cnasaspmoM or disease and vtoknee." 
This cablegram was received this 
uicirnlnvr from Herbert Hoover of the 
American Belgian Relief Commission 
in lAindon: "Millions of helpless. 
homeless women, children and old 
people scarcely existing on present 
starvation rations. America Is their 
only hope of relic r. Every American 
would help R the terrible condition* 
were known. Every barrel of (lour 
will save a human life. Every day's 
delay meaiiB death to starving popu- 
lation. All provisions will be dis- 
tributed under the directions of the 
American Belgian Hellef committee. 
<o dor bt that ell relief will reach the 
Del clans without contlarntton. This is 
the most tragic calamity, perhaps, the 
world has ever faced. Great catas- 
trophic* of the oast pales into Insig- 
nificance compared with it. Imagine 
the arowlnir cold, the hungry thous- 
ands, with rcarcety enough food to 
sustain life, and the thousands ac- 
tually dying, or certain to die before 
another crop season. The world must 
be stirred and America must lead 
Kansas, the leading wheat state, 
should be In the front rank. Hour is 
the ohlef need Please do all you can 
It make your people understand I hat 
while they ro about their business 
while they eat their well prepared 
meals, thousands of women and chil- 
dren whose, h.istiands and fathers have 
l.eea killed or are at the front, are 
starving. No other nation has been 
so battered and heaten hs Belgium, 
the center of this awful conflict.

NED W. KIMBALL 

BORN JANUARY 31, 1882 -DIED DECEMBER 1,1014 

Tonight as I sit here In the Mercury office my thoughts and eyes 
drift over to the vacant chair, the chair whose cushioned seat will 
never again be filled hy the late Ned W. Kimball. Conies to my mind 
lite words of the great I) wight I* Moody In his last appearance before 
the public, in Kansas City's Convention Hall some years ago, "They 
say we are In the land of the Ihing, but I say not: we are surely in 
the land of the dying, for surely it is but a step between thee and 
thy Maker." 

l.itih- more than a week ago »c talked together In this same 
office. This morning came and one of us was called before the 
throne of the Heavenly Father. Death came this morning at 7:10 
o'clock. Typhoid-pneumonia was the cause. Mr. Kimball was strick- 
en with typhoid fever Monday, Nm ember 2',i and last Sunday pneu- 
monia set in and examination showed that both lungs were affected. 
Death was hi it a matter of a few hours. 

Mr. Klmlmll waa bom January 81, 1RP2. four miles northwest of 
Manhattan and this was his hornet ihroughout his grammar school 
and college days. Graduating Dom K. S. A. C. In .lune 1902, Mr. Kim- 
ball taught school for a short time and later entered the newspaper 
business. Front the Scnndla Journal In I'.KM. he went to the Repub- 
lic, with which later was combined the Manhattan Mercury, which 
paper Mr. Kimball owned and edited. 

Five years ago he was uniled In marriage to Mlas Marjorle Rus- 
set of Elkhart, Indiana, who at the time of her marriage was teach- 
ing domestic rclenee in the Kin .i.- Agricultural College. 

Ills untimely death is a sh<>ek to the entire community. Had his 
loss la felt not alone hy the hen aveil family, but by the College, city, 
and state, as well and also the newspaper profession of Kansas. 
Mr. Kimball was a staunch supporter of Uie Kansas Agricultural t'ol- 
lege and fought to the last trench for ita well-fare. 

Possessing a kind heart and nature, he was the friend of the poor 
as well as the rich. Modest, he never told of the hundreds of little 
charitable acta he continually performed. He was loved hy all who 
knew htm and more so by UkHM who were in closer relation with 
him. 

As a friend of the Collegian we will mlas him. Always he 
greeted us with a kind word of advice when business worries beset 
ns, and his Interest In our well-fare marked him one of the best and 
closest friends the Collegian ever had. 

"The College has sustained a great loss in the untimely death 
ot one of Its most worthy sons." said President Waters this morning. 
"Mr. Kimball was a constructive and progressive citizen. He was 
loyal and unselfish, and was devoted to the best InterestB of the 
College. There Is scarcely a man In the state whose loss the Col- 
lege will feel more keenly than thW of Mr KImhsil."

It Is expected that there 
Hill Ik? no change In the system that 
has been followed In past years, that 
of splitting the conference Into a 
north and south division, with Nebras- 
ka, Anieg and Drake in the northern 
section and Kansas, Missouri, Wash- 
In gtcti and the Kansas "Aggies" In 
the southern division. Whether the 
conference will object to a meeting be- 
tween the champions of the two divi- 
sions remains to lie eeen. 

That Nebraska Is not likely to 
change the plan of the last two years 
In the track schedule was announced 
today by Athletic Manager Reed, ask- 
ing for dual meet* with Ames and 
Kansas. The date for the Missouri 
valley conference track meet and the 
place of holding It may also be ar- 
ranged. 

Fight Proposed Chaatte. 

Several or the schools it Is expect- 
ed will arrange tentative dates for 
1915 football Kami's at tills meeting, 
and Nebraska will. In all likelihood, 
carry out the program of several 
years by preparing to meet Kansas at 
Lawrence and Ames at Ames, although 
Athletic Manager Reed would not com- 
mit himself on this subject.

When the Kansas Legislature meets 
next month the lioard of administra- 
tion will ask for an appropriation of 
UO.nnn for 1915 and $6*1.000 for 1016 
for Ihe erection of a new physics 
! mil ill hk on the campus. The College 
needs expansion along the lines of 
Investigation Into the chemistry of 
silage foods, Block foods, and agricul- 
tural products and In order to do this 
and properly care for the regular 
chemistry classes it is necessary to 
have additional rooms. To secure this 
room it will he necessary to displace 
the physics department which Is now 
housed with the chemistry. The hoard 
hits decided that It Is absolutely nec- 
essary to have a physics building. 
To Enlarge Hie College Farm. 

The animal husbandry department 
of this College Is greatly handicapped 
in its work by the small amount of 
land at its disposal. In order to re- 
lieve this need the board suggests 
that $2->.0O0 for the next two years is 
necessary. At the present time less 
than one-sixth of an acre* of land is 
allotted to each head of livestock 
maintained % the department. On 
124 acres the department is keeping 
175 head of heef breeding cattle of 
three breeds, no breeding sheep of 
five breeds. 400 hogs of three breeds, 
and r.i horses and mules. The dairy 
department maintains 125 head of cat- 
tle of the four principal dairy breeds 
on but 50 acres of land. In spite of 
the absurdly B mal] amount of land 
being used by the College for these 
lurpoaes, the amount of real estate 
owned by the institution Is so small 
that from $2,300 to *2..-,<M Is lining paid 
In rent each year. Doth for Instruc- 
tion to the eight or nine hundred 
young men Studying live Btock In the 
College and for purposes of invest! - 
rations or practical value to Kansas 
farmers, more land is declared nec- 
essary. 

To Handle Coal at Suing. 

The lward has made arrangements 
to have the street car company run 
their tracks to the power plant of the 
College to unload the coal directly 
there. This win be a great saving In 
shrinkage and loss or coal In hauling 
and handling. To take advantage of 
this It is necessary to appropriate 
$10,000 for the purpose of Installing 
automatic machinery that will do 
away with the expense amounting to 
about $10,000 each blennlum as the 
coal and ashes are now handled. More 
efficient service will be secured by 
the new method and the coal will go 
farther. 

Will Repair the nail dings. 

Repairs und Improvements ou build- 
ings and grounds, has received the at- 
tention of the board of administration, 
it hns discovered that the very least 
any burliness concern expends for 
keeping up its buildings and grounds 
Is two per cent of their value, and It 
linn decided that it would be policy if 
the state would adopt this plan. It 
proposes that the College should be 
appropriated $19,000 for each of the 
next two years, 

A ten per cent increase In the main- 
tenance for the fifteen state schools 
will be asked. This will take care or 
the rapidly grow ing enrollment, which 
In the last two years has risen from 
tntwtia II and 25 per cent.

will give the College an additional 
$30,000 for J 91 5 and $45,000 for 1918.

Two Alemal of the College Patent 
Uie Machine. 

James M. Harvey and John A Har- 
vey, who graduated from the College 
in IH1K and )«»& respectively, are the 
inventors of a newly patented hay and 
grain stacker, which they have tried 
out in their own fields near Ogden. 

The machine la driven by a small 
gasoline en sine and travels bock and 
forth upon a track laid directly upon 
the ground without any other fasten- 
ing. One of the novelties of this in- 
vention In that that the fork rises and 
lowers In vertical iine to one side of 
the path of the carriage of the ma- 
chine. This feature, together with 
the Tact that the track holds the ma- 
chine to the same pathway all the 
time, make* it easy for the operator 
to deposit large and bulky loads of 
hay or other material at the exact 
liolnt where they are desired. This 
can 'ie done from Uie bottom to the 
top of the stack and still permit the 
stack to tie built any desired length. 

The ingenious construction of Uie 
fork in such that it la seldom neces- 
sary to touch the buck rake loads 
or hay with a pitch fork until they 
are discharged upon Uie stack. Even

Make Mrs Present. 

JiiKt before Chrbtmaa overy woman 
b searching for new Ideas for Christ- 
mas girts. She wants to find some- 
thing that la new, attractive, useful 
.in d at the same time inexpensive. She 
likes to have something that she can 
easily make herself. 

"A luncheon set," says Miss KUioi 
11. Jones, assistant in domestic art In 
the College, "will make an exception- 
ally nice Christmas present. A wo- 
man can easily make the set and tho 
material will cost only 65 cents." 

Hero's do way to make the set: Get 
a yard of linen, 17 Inches wide, any 
color desired, Itlue or yellow arc to 
be preferred, says Miss .tones. Then 
lake a compass, or if there Is no com 
pass handy, take a cup. saucer or 
plate and draw circles with "varying 
diameters. For the cup and saucer 
dolly the circle H hou1d he four Inches 
In diameter. For the bread nnd huttcr 
plate dolly, five Inches In diameter: 
Hie breakfast plate dolly, seven Inches 
In diameter. Around this circle n 
spnre one and one-fourth inches wide 
should lie left for the fringe. Take 
I he dolly and stitch around the Inner 
circle. The fringe can be easily made 
by pulling tho threads on the outside 
of tin itltched circle. For the center 
dolly Hie Inner clrele should be 14 
Inches and two Inrhes should he sl- 
lowed for fringe. The fringe should 
then be combed out, pressed and trim- 
med evenly. Art denim may be used 
In place of linen, as It Is not as ex- 
pensive.

DEFINE THE WORD AMATEUR. 

Athletic eManMaret Society Worked Out 
miinlll-.n at Chicago Meeting. 
At n recent meeting of the Athletic 
Research Society in Chicago, a defini- 
tion of the word amateur relative to 
athletic competition was worked out 
The definition of the Athletic Research 
Society la In plain one syllable talk 
that the veriest layman cannot fall to 

«raap. 

'An amateur is one who participates 
in competitive physical s-iorts only Tor 
the pleasure and physical, mental, 
moral, and" social lieneflts derived 
therefrom" 

Th>? research society also laid down 
three ruleB, which If violated, make 
the offender a professional. They are: 

"Teaching or coaching professional 
athletes for pay. 

"Competing under a salary or tor a 
fee, 

'•Competing for a cash or for a staVe 

bet." 

The society also set a definite stat- 
us for a new class — that of "non com- 
peting amateurs." 

This class Includes athletes who 
have lost their full amateur stondlns. 
but not professionals, for a salary, but 
who have retained their former ama- 
teur standing In all other respects. 

According to one Interpretation of 
the first rule by which an amateur 
may violate the rules of athletic pur- 
ity, an athlete who coaches high school 
school or college amateurs can not be 
termed a profeaalonal and lose his 
right to compete in amateur athletic 
circle*. A track athlete who coaches 
high school track teams may receive 
a salary and still retain his amateur 
standing because those who receive 
his services are not professionals, tt 
f P not known whether or not these 
rule* will be accepted by the numer- 
ous) athletic conferences throughout 
the country and the Amateur Athletic 
I'nlon of America. 



Dr. R. J. Waters will Make Opening 
Address on World Agricoltore at 
Fanners' Week of University of Mo. 

Dr. Henry Jackson Waters, presi- 
dent of the College, will deliver the 
opening address of Farmers' Week, 
January 11 to 15, 1915, inclusive— an 
annual feature of the work carried on 
by the College of Agriculture of the 
University of Missouri. The lecture 
will be Illustrated showing the agri- 
cultural methods of many countries 
of the world.

Kansas National Guard signal corn* 
that Adjutant General Martin of th* 
guard is looking foe a place to organ- 
ize, if th* efforts of Lieut. Hoy A. Hill, 
commandant of the College cadet 
corps, are successful. 

If the College slcnsl corps become* 
the signal corps of the Kansas Nation 
al Guard it will receive the ssmf 
equipment as that furnisher! by thi 
war department tor the signal corpt 
of the regular army. Signal corps art 
divided Into three classes, A, R and 0. 
The class A corps la composed of 1lt 
turn ; the B class, 75 man. and the C 
class, <W men. 

The plan of the commandant of the 
cadet corpt will Include a signal corps 
or 120 men, so It will come under the 
class A division. 

Adjutant General C I. Martin of the 
Kansas National Guard, with head- 
quarton at Topeka, Is looking for a 
good town that would like to have * 
military signal corps. The govern- 
ment haa recently notified General 
Martin that the Kansas Guard waa en- 
titled to a full signal corps for its two 
regiments and a battery and part of 
the equipment haa already arrived. As 
soon ss a proper place can lie found 
lor the organisation of the corps the 
equipment will be sent out and the 
men drilled In using It 

A complete equipment Tor Interior 
signal work is already *m hand and 
when the corps Is organised the equip- 
ment for the actual field work will tie 
provided. This will consist of several 
mlle B of wire and telephone sets, carts 
and wagons for hauling It, buttery 
supplies and a full set of signal flans 
and other apparatus that will lie as 
complete as that furnished the signal 
corps of the regular army. 

The town that gets the signal corps 
must have a considerable number of 
electricians and telephone men who 
would take an active interest in the 
corps. While the equipment could he 
operated by almost anyone, to make It 
a success, experienced electricians and 
telephone men are needed and Adju- 
tant General Martin does not propose 
to turn the company over to any but 
experienced men who will uae the 
equipment for their own benefit snd 
for the benefit of the guard and the 
military service. 

Material now on hand will be used 
tn training the men In the signal work 
and la an exact duplicate of the field 
cqutpmet, except that not so much 
wire is used and the batteries nre not 
so lowerfiil. But a winter's training 
in the Indoor work would fit, the men 
for active field duty and they could go 
right ahead with any signal work 
needed in the field as they wonld not 
have to learn the use of the varioas 
Instruments.

At 5 o'clock last evening the enroll- 
ment for the winter tern, had reached 
the total of 2451, this total Including 
old, new, and short course students. 
It is estimated that 475 new students 
and Hhort course students have en- 
rolled this term. This i s an increase 
of 180 over the enrollment of the fall 
term, the total for last being 2262. 

"1 expect quite a number °f students 
to come in next week yet," said Miss 
Jesfte Mcl>. Machfr, registrar, when 
interviewed yesterday morning, "end I 
relieve that the total enrollment for 
the term will be fully as large as It 
was last winter term." I.aat winter 
term 2565 students were assigned to 
classes. 

It has been exceedingly gratifying 
to the committee on assignment to sec 
tho promptness with which the stu- 
dents have returned to take up their 
work. The first two days of enroll- 
ment 2288 students were actually as- 
signed to classes. This is a record 
of efficiency for the College In the 
assignment of students, and proves 
that the assignment committee has 
found the right plan. 

New students can register within 
ten days of the opening day of school 
and receive full credit for the work 
of tlw term. After ten days they must 
get permits to register from their 
dean* and the number of hours they 
will be permitted to carry will be lim- 
ited. This, however, does not apply to 
old students. 

The enrollment for the year so far, 
not including summer school, Is 2737. 
With the summer school the number 
will come close to the 3000 mark,

As a student of agriculture you can- 
not afford to mtBB hearing this man 
who holds the moBt important agricul- 
tural position In the United States. 
For you his address will be of partic- 
ular value. It will be full of practi- 
cal advice and helpful Ideas 
thnt are the result of years of hard 
work and experience. It will give 
yon encouragement to strive harder 
I luin ever to accomplish your aim In 
life. 

Ccrtanly Secretary Houston has the 
right to think that he will have a 
crowded audience, coming as he does 
to make an address before the great- 
est agricultural college In the world. 
Shall he be dtssppolntcd? Why not 
crowd the audltorlnm and give him 
a welcome to the Kansas Agricultural 
College that ho wilt long remember? 



Benjamin Chapin, who gives a won- 
derfully realistic unperson tit Ion of the 
man Abraham Lincoln, will appear in 
the College auditorium Friday night 
in Interpretations oF his own dramas. 
He will give an Interpretation of his 
"Lincoln," a rharacter drama of life 
In the White House. 

Years ago Mr. Chapin evolved the I 
idea of Impersonating his Ideal, Lin- 
coln, and he began to devote himself 
to his work of gathering material. He 
made it a point to meet all the old 
servants of the White House who had 
been there during the Civil War: be 
became acquainted with people who 
had known the Uncolns, In their do- 
mestic life: from these and from old 
veterans and statesmen, Mr. Chsptn 
gathered the data which enabled him 
to present a true picture of Lincoln 
as he lived, moved, and acted. 
In a Playwright and Actor. 
Mr. Chapin has scored success, loth 
ns a playwright and as on actor, 
wherever he hn« appeared In his in- 
terpretations of Lincoln. Papers all 
«vr the country have referred to his 
"Lincoln" as the great American his- 
torical drama for which men are 
watching The independent, speaking 
editorially of the plsy, says: "Every 
city, town, and hamlet should see It. 
It will touch the heart of everyone. 
Even In the climaxes where toe na- 
tional fate hangs in the balance. Mt. 
Chapin seems to measure up almost 
to the stature or the martyred presi- 
dent." The Literary Digest comments

In 
bplto of the earnest work of the In- 
structors. 

Have Many Short Conraes 
More than 10(1 students have en- 
rolled for the short courses being of- 
fered by the division of engineering 
this lerm. Of this number, 7!i sre 
t nking the short course In traction en- 
gines. 2r> the short course in shop 
work, and the others the short course 
In i-ond building. Besides tiiese stu- 
dents there are 25 receiving Instruc- 
tion in the operation of gas engines. 
mid 100 in the operation of traction 
emdnes From .".00 to 000 students 
are taking work in the shops. These 
figures do not Include the 3(10 stu- 
dents who are pursuing the regular 
courses in engineering. In round 
numl>crs, 1500 students are receiving 
instruction in the division of engineer- 
ing this term. 

I'mplrij Senior Assistants. 
To handle this work it was neress- 
sry to employ a number of senior stu- 
dents fls assistants In the machine 
shops and gos engine department. In 
addition, the total load on thn regular 
Instructors had to be greatly Increas- 
ed Borne Idea or the amount of work 
being done can be secured from the 
number of hours of work done in the 
engineering laboratories In o weok. 
In the short morses in traction en- 
gines and shop work each student de- 
votes 4" hours a week to work In Hie 
shops or laboratories. Multiply this 
by 100. the number of men taking 
these courses, and you have n total of 
4.H0O student hours of work which is 
done each week in the engineering 
laboratories This is a greater load 
lhan the average person can appre- 
ciate bs the average instructor can 
handle only from six to eight students 
efficiently In the laliorntory nnd "Imp 
work course

Lines or leadership and fields of 
rervlce constituted the theme of the 
address Mh-ii liy Dr. David Franklin 
Houston, Fnlted States secretary of 
asirietilture, at the chapel exercises of 
the College Friday morning. The 
auditorium was* crowded with MEM 
students and people of Manhattan who 
came to hear the secretary a address. 
"Impatience at the length of Boot 
spent tn getting our foundation work 
Is a characteristic of all technical 
schools," said Secretary Houston. "We 
are too impatient with our English, 
history, and economlca. Tills is not 
altogether the fault of the student 
imdy: usually the faculty needs more 
attention than the students. 

Student* Sot Children. 
"College students of today are pet 
children," asserted Secretary Hous- 
ton. "I believe each student should 
do eight hours of good solid work 
each day. The efficient msn are those 
who do more than any human he!ng 
can have a right to expect them to do. 
The most of the men who seek jobs 
should not have them, they are us- 
ually the unsuccessful ones, 1 be- 
lieve that It would lie a good rule to 
make every man Ineligible to hold 
office who runs for It. 

"Opportunities for service in the 
nation at the hands of men and worn 
en of character, understanding, and 
training are greater than ever before 
tn the world'B history. The world Is 
looking Tor the man of hroad founda- 
tion and willingness to serve." Doctor 
Houston declares that there are many 
who seek lint few who conserve, "The 
optimism, permanency, and advance- 
ment of our nation," he said, "Is due 
to the many men who. are willing to 
icrve." 

Soiling Rural Problems. 
Secretary Houston said that He 
knew of no field of endeavor more 
promising to the young man than the 
Held of agriculture "We are Jiint be- 
ginning to realize that the problems of 
rural life must he solved. We hnv< 
di r e c ted our attention to the problem*; 
of Industry, IntT-natlonal law, taxa- 
tion, and hank Inez; but have failed to 
realize that every agricultural prob- 
lem I san economic one. The problems 
of distribution, marketing, coopera- 
tion, organization, and betterment of 
rural life conditions, schools, social 
life, and roads, are pressing them- 
setves upon the agricultural inrtttu- 
lions of the country. It Is astonish- 
ing; to see the amount of progress 
that Is lieing made In educational 
'Ines. We are just beginning in real- 
ize that thJ solving of these Problems 
Is not an expenditure but an ln<«sr 
ment." 

Secretary Houston expressed It a* 
tils belief that there was great need 
of leadership In ovtomloM llnr*. Ii-- 1 
said thai It was cratlMng 'o not" 
the cooperation between the federal 
department of agriculture and the ag- 
ricultural institutions of the eowntry. 
"It Is the duty of each collie man," 
concluded the secretary of agriculture, 
"to determine to have an mien mind. 
to arrive at the truth, and to follow It 
wherever It leads "

Further ldswa on Short Coarse Stu- 
dents and Literary Societies. 

In the "Open Column" of January 
9, L l! H. makes the suggestion that 
tne liter. -ry societies should take a 
more active Interest In the ahort 
course students and give them the 
•'(-rietlt of lltemr v society wo-k and 
parliamentary training. This Is a 
-nod Idea and steps arc already be- 
ln« taken by the Inter-Socfety coun- 
cil to aee what can be done and what 
Is best to do, 

la It the best plan to follow up the 
simgestlon or U R H. and take the 
short course students Ir.to the Col- 
lege literary poctetles, or Is there not 
a better way? Granting that at the 
most, there would be no harm done 
to these aoeletles. Is the plan sug- 
gested the beat for the short course 
students themselves? 

A few years ago some of the llter- 
l*j ocletles for girls did admit short 
course students and it was found 
that their membership was 'Hied and 
long course girls were kept out there- 
by. All the literary societies have a 
limit to the number which they can 
admit, which Is necessary In order 
thai all the members may 'ret the 
greatest Iwncllt from such a training 
Tlib- also imans that If short course 
students were admitted, only a few 
could take advantage or the Induce- 
ments which might be offered. 

To accomplish definite results 
along the line suggested, it appears 
to Ibe writer thai the first at«p t'i' 
take would be to go before the short 
rim rap students In their meetlnrs and 
Nnd out if they favor literary so- 
il'-ty training If they are In favor 
of such an activity or can he per- 
• nailed to take nn Interest In such, 
let rcpresent'tllves of the College so- 
cieties cooperate tn helidni! to orimri- 
lite a Short Course literary society. 

Those who have tried to o-sanlue 
a Hterur> society in their home eom- 
luiT.lty say that it Is a Jlfbeiili prob- 
iim owing to the lack of experience, 
and knowledge of vvh-tt a literary so- 
ciety Bhould stand for. The a'love 
plnn if carried out would help this 
condition for the actual society ex- 
perience coupled with the Ideas and 
information to be obtained by vttfttag 
the College societies would make the 
short course students want to carry 
this work back to their hnme com- 
munities. 

Resfdes the above mentioned ad- 
vantages, this plan would have Tar- 
ns chin K results for it would not on-

SIXTY TAKE JOURNALISM 



They're Not a Vaudeville Team ,but 
an Old-Time Milling Ontflt 

A metate and a mullcr have been 
presented to the milling department 
or the College by Dr. V. N. Robb of 
McPherson. They were plowed out 
or the ground near the alto ot an In- 
dian village in the northern part of 
McPherson county. 

A metate and muller formed the 
squaw's flour mill. The metate la an 
oblong stone 28 Inches long and 17 
inches wide, and slightly concave In 
the center. In this depression the 
corn was ground by means of the 
muller, a stone eight Inches long and 
four inches wide. Both the metate 
and the muller are of granite. 

Did you ever see an old-fashioned 
mill burr? Two large stone mill 
burrs, owned by the milling industry 
department, may be seen just outside 
the west entrance of agricultural hall. 
The hurra are those used when the 
mill of the Purity Milling company 
was first opened. 

Each burr is composed of Troni 12 
to 15 single mill stones cemented to- 
gether, making the face of the burr 
56 Inches In diameter. The atones 
themselves are only eight inches 
themselves are only eight Inches thick 
hut the bach side of the burr ha* 
been plastered with small stones and 
cement, making the thickness of the 
hurra 13 inches. Surrounding Ihe 
stones of the burr is an iron band 
half an incfl thick. The face of the 
hurra are furrowed so as to throw 
the ground grain to the outside. 

The burrs were driven by steam at 
the rate of 140 revolutions a minute. 
From three to eight bushels of whent 
could tie ground In an hour.

Two new courses will be offered 
tills spring for tbe Ilrst time by the 
extension division of the College. One 
will Ik> ■ course In BOaj trying and tin- 
other a course in beekeeping. 

The ln'ckee|H)ra' course will lie offer- 
i il iu March and April. It will tie 
l>e held for three days In a place 
and requires a guarantee of at least 
ten members before being scheduled. 
T J. Talliert. exU.-nslon entomologist, 
will have charge of the school. A 
primer for lieekwpcrs will probably 
be prepared by Mr. Talliert and George 
V Dean. pMCtaaoV of entomology, 
sometime this spring. A correspond- 
ence course In l»*»ekec|»lng Is also lie- 
lng planned. 

t'pon request during May and June, 
Mr. Talliert will visit beekeepers and 
f»amlne the apiaries for foul brood. 

When 20 people are ready In a com- 
munity to attend a three, or a flve-dsy 
school in poultrytng the College will 
send an Instructor. At the turn? time, 
if desired, a cooking school can be 
held. 

The poultry school will Include lec- 
tures and demonstrations upon In- 
cubating, brooding, poultry housing 
nnd feeding, drcaaing poultry, capon- 
Izing, and egg candling. These 
schools will he offered tielnnlng March 

I and will continue until June. In 
June and July egg candling classes 
and demonstrations will be given In

The 
report states that avwjr dollars worth 
of this food could In mlsed In the 
Phihupines 

The report deals with the educa- 
tional organisation of the Islands. It 
recommends the meriting Of the Mi- 
reau of UtrieatttUK and the college of 
bgrlenllure. the bureau of forestry 
with the college of a uric 111 111 re. tlm 
abandonment of (be course in veteri- 
nary medicine In the college of actl- 
culture, and the establishment of a 
central management for the scattered 
agricultural stations. 

The report points out that the si a 
pic crops of the islands should be 
rice, corn, eocoannts, hemp and to 
bacro. The live stock basis should 
lie placed on a permanent liasls and 
hogs, water buffalo, cattle and poultry 
raised The islander^ have been mak- 
ing the mistake of raising special 
crops, such as rubber, coffi < and tea. 
the report point* out that tb*M crops 
.ire not a success

Kitty tons of coal are being coo- 
Miuu'd every twenty-four bouts dur- 
ing the zero weather of the winter 
by the College heat and powor plant 
supplying heat to the buildings on Ihe 
campus and In furnishing power to 
ctrtnin depnrtmenta. About forty 
Urns are used on the average winter 
day, the average for the year netng 
from twenty to fifty tons a day. 
I'm Uhumm! OaRens Water. 
Almost tnn.uOO gallons of water arc 
being ecmaitmod at the College each 
day Ibis In pumped from the t'ol- 
lege wells which are located near the 
east entrance to the campus On ao- 
I'oiuil of Uie dry season of the last 
three or four yearn the amount of 
water In the wells In diminishing. The 
DOWOr plant lias had to pump water 
twenty-four hours a day Including 
Sunday In order to keep up with the 
ilrnln on tho tank. 

Fight Rollers Snpply Heat. 
Fight low-pressure liollers In the 
bout and jsiwcr plant are used ti- 
eluslvely to furnish heat for the 
buildings. F,nch lioiler will turn bum 
founds of water Into steam In an 
hour. In addition to these heating 
boilers there are three Intermedia' ■ 
prennure boilers which are used part- 
ly for heating purposes and partly ti> 
supply powor.

ADD THREE STOltAOE TANKS. 

Milling Department tn Have Foar

Reen Hel up nt Kansas University. 

Apltaratiis for taking motlon-ple- 
lures according to original Ideas of 
t'ror. W. C. Stevens, of the depart- 
ment of tetany at K ansae university, 
and L M. Peace, demonstrator and 
preparator In the samo department. 
So far as Is known this is the first 
university to take met ion pictures of 
Its own growing npcclments for use In 
lectures. 

This Ue\ ice Is nn adaption of a 
motion-picture camera to a clock and 
ii brilliant electric light. The pictures 
are liken In groups of four at Inter- 
vii b of every fifteen minutes, though 
tills rute will lie varied to fit the rate 
of growth of the plant photographed. 
The clock, operating hy electricity, 
throws on the electrle light at the 
moment of exiKWiro, and turns the 
crank of the camera. Pictures will 
be taken day and night without rc- 
((■ilrlng the attention (if any one, The 
apparatus Is not quite perfected, but 
will he ready for use In a couple of 
months. 

Professor Stevens thinks that high 
schools and possibly other onlverilllea 
wilt want the films for use in their 
lecture courses on botany and that the 
pictures can be sent to these different 
ichools and be tn use constantly 



WILL FIGHT LIQUOR TRADE. 

College Men Asked to Join Eight 
Against John Bnrleyeom. 
A call has been Issued Tor 3,000 col- 
lege men to volunteer in the war 
a gainst John Barleycorn. The Pro- 
hibition National committee, with 
headquarters in Chicago, plans to en- 
list 2,000 of these men hy June l, and 
the remainder In the twelve months 
following. Fifteen special secretaries 
.'re now traveling among the colleges 
and universities of the country enlist- 
ing young men for the cnmpalgn. 

The plnn of the work is one which 
has been tried on a small scale dur- 
ing the post ten years with great suc- 
cess During this period about two 
bund red and fifty college men huve 
been employed In various sections of 
Ihe country, and the results of their 
work have been so encouraging that 
those in charge of the nntlcnnl move- 
ment lias decided to en list enough 
iiiei, to cover the entire nation hy a 
house to bouse canvass. 

The scheme will consist of inter- 
viewing every voter and securing his 
pledge, if possible, to support only 
those candidates and parties commit- 
ted to national prohibition Theo- 
retically, the campaigners will ring 
every doorbell In the I'nlted Slates, 

In addition tn enrolling voters, tt 
Is planned to launch a great monthly 
prohibition paper and to get a sub- 
scription list of fi.000.omi, the largest 
In the history of newspaper publica- 
tion. Every voter who enrolls will 
he asked to pay ten cents for a yenr's 
Hiiiiserlptton to the paper 

The volunteers will be puld army 
wages. $2't per month and expenses. 
The term of service will last until 
the worker hns obtained l,0fi« voters. 
When each of the 11,000 men has se- 
cured this quota, the total will be 
r.,non,noo voters, enough to secure na- 
tional prohibition.

Constitution Alio (banned at Meeting 
of Interrolleuiate itsoetntion. 

Many important chanee* In the con- 
stitution and by-laws of athletics were 
Inkcn up at a meeting of the Inter- 
rolltslato Association of \mstenr Ath- 
letics of America. They will bo snh- 
I'lilted to the annual meeting, which 
will lie held the afternoon of March 
f! for approval. If these amendments 
ko Into effect, a creat step will be 
t.iajie towards standardizing the rulcn 
of traclc and field snort*. The most 
important change advocates six trials 
in the welchts and broad jump In 
t'lnee of the three which are now al- 
lowed. It w;>s thought that an amend- 
ment would be Introduced to allow 
freshmen to compete in the Inter-col- 
teatnte championships. This not be 
done, for the obvious reason that un- 
der the rules as they stand today 
freshmen are eligible for competition. 
All legislation that has Kept freshmen 
out of the meets has Wn on the part 
of the colleges themselves. 

The amendment to Increase the 
number of trials for the weight* and 
brond lump from three to fix was 
considered. This provides for the 
trials to taltc place In groups of two 
each. This means that If an athlete 
fouls In. for Instance, the shot put, 
he may at once take a second trial.

Moody are making a survey of Man- 
hattan's meat supply and delivery sys- 
tems and they report that the mer- 
chants are cooperating with them to 
the fullest extent so that they feel 
sure of getting the best possible re- 
sults. The meat survey will show the 
amount of meat used In Manhattan 
each month and from this data It may 
be computed whether a municipal ab- 
hatotr would or would not be a pay- 
ing proposition In this city. In addi- 
tion to this survey, which is now well 
ftarted. a Burvey of the delivery sys- 
tems will be started this week. 
Present* Plan to Merchants. 

Ivar Mattson, president of the class, 
explained the tentative plan of the 
survey to the merchants at a lunch- 
eon given last Monday noon. 'It Is 
the wish of the class." Mr Mattson 
said in closing, "that we have your 
hearty cooperation, because It is up- 
on that that the success of a survey 
so largely depends. The meat deal- 
era are giving us their support in the 
abbatolr survey and we feel sere that 
this delivery problem Is a problem of 
Interest, not only to them, but to ev- 
ery merchant In Manhattan. We shall 
endeavor to make it a practical sur- 
vey and place data In your hands 
which wil be of value." The class 
will cooperate with the secretary of 
the Retailer's association and endeav- 
or to produce data which will show 
that a delivery syBtem would not only 
he a financial success, but that tot- 
ter service could he given as a result 
of definite routing. The class will go 
to Junction City in the near future 
and study the management or the 
central delivery system at that place. 

In addition they are corresponding 
with those cities which have munici- 
pal ahbatolrs and delivery systems. 
It Is their desire to place valuable and 
convincing facts concerning these two 
problems In the hands of those In- 
terested in Manhattan by the class of 
this term.

Professor 
Macarthur exploded the Idea that the 
war is due to religions differences. 
The psychological argument, that pre- 
paration for war brings war. he be- 
lieved needed careful consider! Hon. . 

That there are three ttreat move- 
ments on the pnrt of the warring na- 
tions is the belief of Mr. Macarthur. 
"(Ircat Brltlan," ho «Ud, 'wishes to 
keep hold of her great dominion and 
in doing so Is following the theory of 
'The Balance of Power' laid down by 
Frededlck the Great Russia wants 
.t a ports, especially Constantinople. 
Cerniany, the young giant uniong the 
nations, must expand and In doing so 
wishes to keep her territory a geo- 
graphical solitaire. These three I lacs 
of movement," said Doctor Macarthur 
In conclusion, "all meet In the Bal-

Corrcsiiondcnce courses in agricul- 
ture for 20,000 rural school teachers 
of Iowa are now ready for mailing by 
the agricultural extension department 
of the Ames Agricultural College. Ae- 
I'lii'dliie to the new law which goes in- 
to effect July 1 this year, agriculture 
must lie taught in every rural and 
grade srhool In Iowa, 

There are three distinct courses bo- 
ln£ offered; first, 00 lessons In farm 
plaiiB and soils which are ready now; 
second, a course of 80 lessons on farm 
nnlmals to tie ready April 1: and fin- 
ally a 1 hi. it II lessons in home econom- 
ics to be ready ulmut July 1. 

According to P. C. Taff. who lias 
charge or this work, it Is the purpose 
of the extension to give a practical. 
uniform, and easy method of agricul- 
tural Instruction for teachers who In 
turn will also give outlines for teach- 
ing It In lln* schools. Whi>n tlw two 
courses are completed, a certlfleati 
i bowing the wade of work done in 
i.grlciilture will lie given. The In- 
struct Inn will be thorough enough so 
that anyone who hn» completed tlieee 
iniirs'fl should lie able to pass a 
teacher's examination in agriculture. 
A fee of $2. at) is charged for each 
course.

provements. However, Mr, She rover 
fnlN to mention that many nnviitna- 
P»r men are working all the time for 
truth and cleanliness In their papers, 
Irving to overcome the distrust In 
.Iniirnallttni. He falls to recognise the 
great advances that have been made.

The ray Itseir 
ts Invisible t't Ihe bureau eve but It 
has :i wondcrrul effect upon sur- 
rounding ohjeets in the matter of col- 
or production. 

After a brief explanation of the 
i-ources and use of the ultra-vlolel 
ray. and the movt ment of the gyro- 
"eope. Profersor Wood proceeded with 
his demonstration. The stnge was 
hi ted up as a talMiratory and Mr.

R. R. Dyksli* ««'e Interestlnir 
nlseasston of Present Outbreak, 
Dr. R. R. Dykstra of the department 
or veterlnnry medieina of tho College 
cave an Interesting tslk In chapel yes- 
terday morning on Oie foot and mouth 
disease, lie told nf tho disease, IU 
forms and symptoms, remedies, and 
of its rapid spread over the country. 

Doctor Dykstrn explained why the 
I'overnment veterinarians did not rec- 
ounts the disease ss the hoor and 
month disease when It (list broke out 
Inst August. "This was due," he aald, 
"to the fact that there are several dl- 
nc»se« closely resembling It: that this 
country Is not expected to suffer from 
the disease, hence the veterinarians 
would not be on the lookout for It; 
end that many of the men had not 
!>cnn an outbreak of this particular di- 
sease." 

Mr. Dykstra told or the three theor- 
ies lhat the government men are 
working on which might lend to pos- 
sible causes of the present malignant 
form of the outbreak. He said that

I .imltj Uuartet Will Sing Words 
Written a Thousand Year* Alfa. 
The song cycle, "In a Perstuu Oar- 
den," which will be sung hy the Fac- 
ulty quartet at the Glee club concert 
next Wednesday niKht, had ita origin 
In the quatrains written almost a can 
lury ago hy the famous Persian poet 
and astronomer Omar. 

Omar, called Khayyam or tho ten»- 
inaker. was born In Oto ancient Per- 
sian city of Nlshapur, located at the 
foot of the Elbrus mountains. This 
city Is said to have agisted before the 
time or Alexander the OreaL The ex- 
act date of Omar's birth Is not knowa, 
although tradition places it In the 
year 1123. 

Omar Kayyam was one of the eight 
learned men employed to revise the 
ancient Persian calendar. Occasloa- 
ally he composed an exquisitely per- 
fect little quatrain «r Rnhlay. The 
conventional form of the quatrain 
called for a rhyme of the first two 
lines and the last. The third line ■»■» 
cctienilly left blank. These Rtiharyat 
are entirely distinct and diseoaaattad. 
About a thousand years aftar those 
cuatratni were written Fttrgerald !■- 
MOlonaly "tessellated" a selection of 
them Into a sort or Persian mosato. 
unking of them a sort of loosely con- 
nected elegy. The first translation 0* 
the Ruhalyat was published to ISM 
it Is through Fltxgerald that the ■■»- 
llsh speaking world has come to know 
Omar Khayyam. 

Several years ago Fltxgerali** 
trnnslstlon of Omar*a Rwhaiyat wa* 
*et to rnoslo hy Lira Lehtnonn. The 
selection Is arranged for a quarts* 
and contains solos for each part. Tnts 
production Is very popular and Is a 
hent'tlfnl piece of mnslc. Tt has heaa 
rendered In Kansas City several tins* 
but no farther west.

The second joint committee from 
the senate and house Is hoping that 
they will soon come to an agreement. 
Hie difference between the two bodies 
on appropriations is more than 1 und 
3-4 million dollars. The senate de- 
Hirc,, to appropriate 10 and M mil- 
lion dollars, The house wishes to 
confine Its appropriations to 9 mil- 
lion dollars. The greater part of the 
difference Is on appropriations for 
the state Institutions. 

The I lays Normal will set J 125.00" 
for a building hut the other institu- 
tions have not received any r.saur- 
ance that they will get the appro- 
priations for hulldlntv which they 
have asked for.

IS NAKED ON WATERS* ADVICE. 

New Agricultural Caper t* Published 
by Philippine Hiireuu. 

The Philippine Farmer Is a new 
practical uinieultural paper founded 
In accordance with a suggestion 
made by Or. Henry Jackson Waters, 
president of the College, In bis recent 
investigation of agriculture In the 
Philippines. 

When Doctor Watera went to the 
Islands, he round a single agrlciiltnr 
ul paper published by 1 1 n> government 
itnd endeavoring lo combine tochnlrni 
nnd scientific matter with hints for the 
a'-ernge farmer. Ills advice was to 
separate the two clasiea of matter 
and niibllsh a ftclonttflc review and a 
renernl agricultural paper.

THE BOYS AND GIRLS

The writing of children's storlos In 
comparatively new business Although 
children have been on earth six thons- 
and years, children'! literature w*a 
unknown until within the last two 
centuries. Even In 181 B, when writers 
Innumerable lay siege to magazines, 
there is still a dearth of good child- 
ren's stories. Much of the fare that 
Is hclng dished up for American child- 
ren would suffer, were It subjected tc 
the test of literary pure food laws. 

There are plenty of stories about 
children, hut child delineation does not 
nuii >■ a chili]'! story. A librarian 
tell a of a small girl who came, to the 
desk and asked for "a good story for 
children," When the librarian ottered 
her a well-known liook, reputed to lie 
a child's story, the discriminating lit- 
tle render Bald, "No. I had that; and 
it's not a children's hook." The li- 
brarian wan non-plussed, and mur- 
mured that ah i' had been under the 
Impression that It was "Well " 
amended the little girl, "it's not a 
childen'B chllden's book " And Hho 
knew whereof Bhe spoke. 

[tooth Taritington, George Madden, 
Mn'tln ant! a host of other writers, 
have licen doing stories ai>out child- 
ren that Interest grown-ups and make 
thetis laugh: hut their stories are not 
funny lo children. The matters re- 
counted are serious afTairs to child- 
ren — they are a part of children's 
business In life. To Illustrate : A 
speaker at a normal school, recently, 
told bii audience of grown people 
about a boy who hud written tn him 
to ask how a stuffed rabbit's ear could 
he kept from curl Inc. The ad ail a 
thought the >i neat Ion ridiculous, and 
laughed long snd loud. Ijitor, one of 
the listeners aaked the torturer to 
talk to her pupils. "Tell them Ihrtt 
funny story about the rabbit's ears." 
she until Now tho lecturer was a 
wine man and knew how It would he, 
but he compiled with lie request No 
sooner had ho repented the boy's ques- 
tion than the room fairly bristled with 
■aivda. Twenty pupils wanted lo fam- 
ish the Information. Stuffed rabbits 
ears are a part of the serious luisl- 
aths of youth. 

A cleverly written little story in ono 
of the recent mapar.lnes la of this kind 
--the kind to a in 11 so only grown-ups. 
It pictures very naturally the wor- 
rlea of an eight -year-old hoy because 
hc feared he wan not "a part or the 
United States gov'ment." Itccause ho 
had never received a letter through 
a real post-office, ills scheme* for 
getting audi a letter, and the scrapes 
he fulls Into thereby, provoke much 
mirth— on your part and mine. Rut 
■o clght-yenr-old would laiirh, were 
vim to read the story to him. He 
would real I 'i the seriousness of the 
problem that confronted the hero. 

The writer nf children'fl atories 
must get tho child's point of view. 
Few people study children: and fewer 
stilt are able to construct a coherent 
flory from the results of their study. 
Hut no one con write a successful 
story tor children unless he under- 
stands Ilia audience. 

The canons of all short-ntory writ- 
ing arc applicable to the children's 
story, but with rroat.or torce. Tho 
period of attention in childhood la 
short Children form a restless aud- 
ience. Yon can't hold their attention 



fiit lui; way. Platltndes can not be 
1 aimed off for wisdom, or baby-talk 
for simplicity. It's pretty hard u 
"fool" a boy. 

Information should not be substi- 
tuted for atmosphere. Children must 
bt transported to a reaily-truly fairy 
land, or to a Jungle whose vino* ac- 
tually grow denser while ne reajs. 
hive title readers are e»»r for facts, 
Lai they won't stand for the dump- 
ing Into their stories of whole sec- 
tions from the geography or the en- 
cyclopedia. 

Then the love element miiat be kept 
out of your atory. Children reoo,<nljsa 
that thcr ts love in the wot Id, but to 
I hciii It Is colorless, dispassionate, aex- 
l(hn thing Children have no business 
with and no interest In love affairs 

I'rinliilrn- .-. and misery have no 
Place In your story, either. In theti 
atead, cheerfulness and happiness will 
Klvc the atmosphere which in childen'a 
own iiv natural right. The trite story 
doesn't hold the Interest of the 
healthy, normal child. The editor of 
Tim American Hoy suy& that half the 
stories bo receives are wretchedly 
trite. Yon know the type: the boy 
irtioof widowed mother can not pay 
the mortgage; or tho poor girl who In 
kind to the unknown old lad:', who 
proves to he rich and "ends .ho girl 
to collot-'o; or the football story In- 
volving stolen signals, nnd tho aue- 
tevsful story-writer will not preach. 
Me will hold up the worthy, but wll' 
' follow Hie advice on the final page 
of the Hook of t loons: 

■When y;ui practice virtue. 
Ho It with ti laugh." 

The moral will he none the less ef-

IT you talk over their heads, If you 
don't Btlck to the point or if vou vlo.

telling. If they lose Interest, know 
well that your rtory In n failure. 

When it comes to set ling vour story, 
yon will find the editors of elilluen's 
magazines unusually dlsorlmliifttlnt; 
The editor must reject not only every- 
tfcfef that Is uninteresting to his juv- 
enile n^ade-f, imt everything that la 
objectionable to his most critical par- 
ent subscriber. Hrir the editor ts in 
a position of trust, and In a way 
guarantees Hint every story sunn pod 
with the Heat of Ida approval ia lit lo 
ciilor the tnosl carefully guarded 
home lie Is conscientiously critical, 
and consequently difficult to please

llessemer steel. IVe had. up to the 
beginning of the war, been importing 
this product Trom Germany nnd Aus- 
tria Since war was declared we 
have had to depend upon South 
America for our supply, and more 
noontly we have come to realize thct 
tbla compound exists in our own 
• oiintry In coneiderahle quantities. 

The tin enn Industry wn« threat cu- 
ed by a shortage of tin. Tin eaur and 
oilier tinware are merely sheet steel 
coated with a thin layer of tin to pre- 
vent corrosion, and for this tin we 
have been depending upon ether co.in- 
trlos. Trade restriction limited our 
Hiipplv bo that our own resources 
■wers more carefully Investigated, 
whereupon It was found that there 
vna plenty of the metal In our own 
country. 

In like manner our t»1nkft] supply 
was threai-oncd. hut now American 
genius and Industry is turning to the 
development of the cre:it nickel re- 
;-ourees nf South America. 

Matin 1 1 m, u very expensive mineral 
nr>ed in the manufacture of inenn- 
deooeni electric lamps, linn ben im- 
portcd Troir Kuesia The cist of this 
ii'etnl ia approximately H8 an ounce. 
;.iiil Its use was due to Up bclni the 
only metal which would fuse Into 
BUMS and remain alr-tlcht under the 
iuMiieneo of temnerature changes. Re- 
cently an alloy has ten produced 
I'hich has the same expansion coef- 
ficient as class, so that now we can 
uet along with less platinum nnd the 
I rice of the Incandescent lamp has 
been materially reduced. 

The potash Industry has also been 
serlouaty affected by the war. The 
largest source of thla product to the 
world Is the Strnssburg mines In Ger- 
man v. Carhonnte of potash. In which 
form the deposits occur. Is refined nnd 
sold as lyo for laundry purposes. Ni- 
trate of potash, or saltpeter, as It fs 
commonly cilled, is used largely In 
the manufacture of gunpowder and 
other explosives. Tt Is used also as 
a fertilizer. Again wc find American 
industry investigating our own re- 
sources and in this case discovering 
indications or larire depoalts nf potash 
In Texas. 

Another source or potash Is in the 
ashes from kelp and eeaweed washed 
up on the ocean shores. In this form 
potash is not commercially valuable 
In competition with the German 
mines, hut It Is Bald that in case of 
necessity the supnly would be suffi- 
cient for our most necessary demands. 
At the outbreak of the war only 
one-half or the orders for foreign - 
made tovs had been shipped. It was 
Impossible to got any more, and there 
wns great fear that American chil- 
dren would not have their share of 
toys for the 1!»14 Chrlstmss, Ameri- 
can manufacturers took the matter 
Into their hands, with the result thst 
not only was everv American child 
■.« well supplied as usual, hut manv 
toys were shipped to children in the 
war-stricken countries. 

One could go on at length descri 1 - 
Iiik the articles which we have lieen 
'nipertlcg hut which wc slinll now 
either have to manufacture ourselves 
or provide stibstututes If we are to 
be an independent nation. The fol- 
lewtitg are a few of the articles which 
ere nominally imported by the United 
c tatea but for which equivalents enn 
'■•" made here In our own country 
c-rnet« and carpeting, china < plain 
foil decorated*, cloths nn'l cloth in t, 
feathers, down?, etc, furs, hide* nnd 
skins laccB and onrhrolde-les, leether 
nnd leather products, linen fabrics, 
nr cions and serel-p-e clous stones 
•-Ill's, velvets, plushes, etc. 

Thos" are only a port of the entire 
lift. Besides these, there are a large 
n'tmhor of articles which wo cannot 
get without Importlne and for wblrh 
potentates will tie required In the 
event of s long war. This list tn- 
i-Tcflcs such 'irtlclos as burlap. > ''^ , 



wax, beads, and lite ornaments; cer- 
tain chemical and medicinal prepara- 
tions: motion picture films; perfumes, 
cosmetics and toilet preparations ; and 
raw silk. 

That America has before It a won- 
derful opportunity ts beyond all doubt. 
The political whlners who have caus- 
ed much of the business depression 
of the past two years, have fled be- 
fore the impetus of the present busi- 
ness, life- Indications are that the 
war will continue for some time to 
come and the American tumlness and 
financial lenders are meeting the sit- 
uation with the best of testes*! sense 
and keen foresight. 

Wo have in the United States most 
of the Important natural resources of 
tho European countries and, with bet- 
ter government co-operation with tho 
manufacture re, and sc I en tide research 
nnd investigation on a lar^e scale, we 
can develop our Industries so as to 
make our raw materials serve our 
own needs first. As has been pointed 
out, this Is already taking place. Tt 
thus appears that a new industrial 
and economic era Is at band. Tn the 
words of J. P. Morgan, "The men who 
bet aealnst the future of the United 
States will lose."

Six thousand stallion licenses have 
been Issued eo Tar this year by Dr. 
C W, McCain pbell. secretary of the 
state livestock registry board. Four 
different licenses are Issued to own- 
ers of stallions used for public ser- 
vice- pure bred, cross bred, grade, and 
scrub. 

The object of requiring the owner 
of a stallion to hare a license is to 
'irjttct the farmers of the state. The 
value of the law Is shown by the 
re stilt- of Investigations made In 190s* 
when Ibere was no law and in 1914. 
in DW9 there were 2000 scrub and 
..-i-.nle stallions In the state that were 
advertised aa pure bred. Last year 
there was not a single scrub or grade 
advertised as a pure bred. The Kan- 
ras stallion law l« looked upon by 
horsemen from other states as the 
most useful and practical stallion law 
in existence.

Walter Camp has trade the lollop- 
ing summarization ot the changes In 
the rules for the coming season as 
they would atfert Yale: 

"There were some four tendenetea 
in the sport which were beginning to 
prow and produce objection a Me fea- 
tures. First of these was the very 
exasperating way fn which men on 
the attack coming through to take the 
secondary Interference, kept on after 
the whistle had blown and the runner 
had been stopped, :ind oftentimes en- 
deavored to knock down a bock field 
>nan. Often in the Inst two yeara we 
have seen an entirely unsuspecting 
back who, owing to the fact that the 
play had been on the other side of 
the line and the runner stopped be- 
fore he got through his opening at 
all. had relnxed, suddenly struck by 
one of these intcrr<rcre and perhiipi 
knocked down. To the victim this 
naturally apueared n wholly unwar- 
ranted nitack and mm though ft 
might tiot Injure him it made him 
mad and produced a bad spirit. The 
Interferer had only as Justification 
that he had been told to take the sec- 
ondary man, ana had not known that 
Iho run Had been stopped and tlte 
whistle blown. Now the rule has 
been made that will put an end to 
this unnecessarily m tuning Into men 
aftar the whittle, Tor n ten yard pen- 
alty will be Inflicted. 

Tripping Includes Here. 

■'The secondary tendency to be cor- 
rected was the Gradual Increase of a 
peculiar style of tactics consisting of 
throwing the lei?s and feet Into the 
air and swinging them like a flail in- 
to the kneee. or sometimes almost as 
high oe the face of an opponent Aa 
long as those legs did not strike the 
opponent below the knees It could 
not Ijc ruled a« tripping, so a new 
rule was made and such swinging of 
the legs against an opponent will coat 
the offending side IS yards. 

Aftjtfolant for Lineman. 

"The third point was the inevitable 
result of the way in which a team on 
the attack, using a starting signal, 
gradually learne to beat the ball' In 
jolting off. This Is of course dis- 
tinctly har1 tn see. The lineman was 
busy with his watch oftentimes and 
BO the thing grew. This next year 
tne use of four officials is made 
mandatory and the linesman freed 
from the duty of keeping time, the 
watch being given to the field Judge 
and this official instructed to see that 
offside Is called when nny man starts 
his bead or foot across into the neu- 
tral zone before the ball has been 
snapped. The fourth olijectionable 
feature was the rusting into the field 
of rcsubstitntlons during the lost 
period. This has been checked by a 
return to the old ruling that no re- 
aii Institution may tnitp place except at 
the beginning of a period. 

"A ruling also was given on the 
position of linemen. Several have 
fett that the restriction placed upon a 
'incman on the attack of having one 
foot and the opposite b.ind up to or 
within a foot of the line of Rcrlm- 
mags has worbed hardship on the 
really good and active man who could 
get Into Interference. The general 
Impression has been that tlie present 
rule made ft necessary for a lineman 
to bend over with that opposite hand 
on the ground. This is not so. The 



man may stand up with one foot on 
the line and the other hack, and then 
if his opposite hand is within a foot 
of the line he conforms to the rule 
whether that hand Is in the air or on 
the ground — a rather difficult thing 
tor officials to determine, hut certain- 
ly allowing the man to stand up. 
More Protection for Fallback. 
"There was a return to the old 
rules regarding running into the full- 
back, making a 15 yard penalty for 
tHU and disqualification for roughing 
this player. A forward phsh t,olng 
out Of bounds, w nether hitting a 
player or not, will be ruled S3 In- 
complete; the center In snapping the 
ball must actually let it go: substi- 
tutes must report Immediately on go- 
ing on the field, and tn cose of an 
Illegal substitution not being discov- 
ered until play has been going on, the 
innn is disqualified, half the distance 
to the goal line Is penalized and a re- 
port mede to the central board of the 
case. There were many minor 
changes In wording and the commit- 
tee recommended numbering all play 
era Itesldes deprecating the sending 
of substitutes in for the sole purnosi 
of carrying In struct Ions."

The poison 
contains thref deadly agents, strych- 
nine potassium cvanlde. nm| a poison 
extraclel from green coffee by means 
of egg albumin. The prairie dog is 
killed instantly before he can run Into 
his hole. 



IMPROt E KANSAS OHCHARBS. 

College Sends Men Over State Ts Ho 
Orchard Hcmenstratlon Work. 

Geo. O. Oreene and T. J. Talliert 
have netiirned from Mlama, IJnn and 
Franklin counties where they have 
been doing orchard demon stratton 
work. 

Mr. Oreene and Mr. Talbert have 
charge of 24 demonstration orchards 
In Kansas. In some cases these are 
commercial orchards. In others they 
are abandoned tracts, given up In the 
belief that they were nn utter failure, 
in every case the orchard being ex- 
perimented upon Is marked with a 
Isrge sign board, labeled "K. S, A. C. 
Demonstration Orchnrd," so that all 
who am Interested may watch and 
note the result of the experiments. 

The orchards are run exactly ac- 
cording to directions given by the 
iiemonst-atora. Pruning snd spraying 
experiments are carried out and care- 
ful Accounts kept. The owners do all 
the work, and each orchard Is visited 
frequently by the men from the Col- 
lege who advise, note progress, snd 
discuss fruit growing with the people 
of the community. A derided Im- 
provement In Kan »■ is frttlt both as to 
qiatlty end quantity Is resulting from 
this work.

After that 
their time is to he given rxclnslvnly 
to work connected with the demon- 
stration orchards.

ROMAS POETS WERE IMITATOR*. 

Incnrrcct to Class Greek and I, at Is 
l.ilerntare Together says Crltl*. 

"To put Greek and 1*t1n poetry to- 
gether and call them 'classical litera- 
ture' Is n proof ur incredible barbar- 
ism In taste and of regrettable Ignor- 
ance of the essence and value of the 
nrt of genius," writes Houston Stew- 
art Chamberlain fn "The Foundations 
of the Nineteenth Century, - ' which 
has been translated into English by 
John Lees. "Whenever Roman 
liootry atteraps the sublime, aa tsi 
Virgil and Ovid, it clings with a cor- 
rect sense of Its own hopeless unor- 
Igtnallty aa slavishly as posolble to 
Hellenic models. Aa Treitschke say*, 
'tinman literature Is Greek literature 
written la I Attn.' 

"The genuine and the false, the 
glorious, the free creation arising oat 
of the greatest creative necessity, and 
the finely formed tochniqse in ser- 
vlce of gold and dilettantism, gonitis 
mid talent, presented as two flower*) 
Irom the same atem. differing hat 
little!' 

"If, however, the I Attn tongue ts to 
lie retained at all costs . . (Instead 
of teaching Oreek alone hut more 
thoroughly), then let it be aeon a* 
work where it accomplished wonders, 
nhere it, In accordance with the par- 
ticular tendency of the Roman people 
and with Its historical developement, 
does what no other language ever did 
or will be able to da— In the plnett* 
moulding of legal actions. Peopis 
say thst the Ijitin language educates 
the logical sense; I well believe it 
i.l though I cannot help remarking 
that It waa this very language ts 
uhlcb, durlag the scholastic centuries, 
In spite of all logic, more nonsense 
was written than hi any other at any 
time; but whereby has the Latin Uhv 
guags acquired a character of sueh 
conciseness and dennltene**? By th» 
fact thai It was built up solely aa ths 
language of business, administration 
and law. This the moat unpoetlcal at 
all languages Is a magnificent monn- 
ment of the momentous struggle of 
free men to obtain a *ure code of 
law."

Aiter two months or inspection and 
study or the courses offered at the 
Haskell nnd Carlisle Indian schools 
H. L. Kent, principal of the school of 
agriculture of the College, recom- 
mends that stronger and more 
specific courses In vocational \vorh 
he Introduced into Uip Carlisle In- 
dian EChool. Professor Kent's reeoni 
mendations are embodied In it prelim- 
inary report sect to the commissioner 
of Indian affairs for whom he was 
emeclal supervisor, 

Carlisle is being reorganized and in 
this reorganization it is planned U> 
put In three-year vocational course* 
in agriculture and shop work for the 
lmys and In home economics Tor the 
girls. The plan of reorganisation 
submitted by Professor Kent corres- 
ponds closely to the organization of 
the school of sericulture nt the Col- 
lege, 

Relate Work and Practice. 
Mod itlcat ions recommended by Mr. 
Kent include the equalization of In- 
dustrial and academic advancement, 
better organization of industrial In- 
struction, special training of teachers 
and a closer correlation of academic 
work and vocational practice. The 
school work and the agricultural prac- 
tice should bl more closely related, 
Mr. Kent helleves. and this can he 
accompli shod by the use of special 
school plots, by laboratory exercises 
In ng-lcullnre, 1>y facilities for li- 
brary reference work In agriculture, 
and by Eiimreer sessions. Careful vo- 
cational guidance Is strongly rec- 
ommended. 

Professor Kent was asked the na- 
ture of the protective work now be- 
ing done by the students. 

"Practically everything " be replied, 
"A blacksmith shop, a carpenter shop, 
a woodwork shop, a plumbing and 
;>aiiittn<jc shop, a shoe shop, .i hatuttt 
shop, a tin shop, ,md a tailor shop 
are mnintalncd. In the tailor shop, 
alt uniforms worn by the boyi are 
made. In addition to these, there 
ore two farms, n garden, gnu houses, 
and a dairy herd. 

"The girls make all their own cloth- 
ing, and nil the bedding used in the 
school. They do general housekeep- 
ing, but very tittle cooking. This Is 
done In the school kitchens and bak- 
eries, by steam power, and because of 
the heavy work the Iwys instead of 
the girls assist In the cooking. 
CailMc Grads Moke esMeV 
Many of the Carlisle Graduates." 
said Mr. Kent, 'are making good. 
Mrs. Denny, who has charge or the 
outing system. Is a full blood 9ioux, 
and Mr. Denny, a full blood Chippe- 
wa. Is assistant disciplinarian In 
charge of the toys. Miss Bender Is 
a teacher In the fourth grade and la 
one of the strongest teachers In the 
Institution. 

"Another Instructor. Mrs. Uletz, 
a full blcod Winnebago has charge of 
the drawing and nrt work. She Is 
said to be the beat authority on In- 
dian art In America. She is a gradu- 
ate of Smith college and was a pupil 
of Howard Pyle. Mr. IMeiz, a half 
blood Sioux, has charge of industrial 
drawing for the boys. Many of the 
graduates and students are 'filling 
clerical positions at both Haskell and 
Carlisle." 

Professor Kent has some hand 
wrought tools made by the second 
grade student, which are of remark- 
able workmanship. They resemble ma- 
chine made tools In omoothness of 
surface and perfection of line. 

Carlisle prepares for trade and vo- 
cational positions, while Haskell spec- 
ializes In huslnefs training.

The result of the test are surpris- 
ing as the grade cows showed up al- 
most as good as the pure hreds. The 
cows were all three-year olds. One 
of the nure hreds made 22 poundc of 
butter In the seven dayi and the other 
made 19.4 pounds. In the same time 
one or the grade cows produced 21 
pounds of butter and the other 20 
pounds, the two pure hreds thus pro- 
dusing but n.4 of a pound more but- 
ter than the two grade cows.

Sigma Delta Chi, national Journal- 
istic fraternity, liy a unanimous vote 
of the executive council, has granted 
a charter to a petitioning body In the 
Kansas Agricultural College known as 
the Press club, a journalistic organ- 
ization composed of the men or the 
College who are enrolled In the course 
in journalism. The chapter will he 
installed by the Kansas Beta chapter. 
Sigma Delta Chi is a national jour- 
nalistic fraternity whose membership 
is limited to College men who intend 
to take up some form of journalism 
as their llfework. The fraternity has 
20 chapters and more than 1000 mem- 
bers. These chapters ore located In 
17 states extending from Ohio to Cal- 
ifornia and from Washington to Louis- 
tana. Eleven of the S3 chapters are 
west of the Mississippi irivcr. At 
present there are five colleges and uni- 
versleles petitioning the fraternity for 
charters. 

Recognizee Work Don* Here. 
It was through the suggestion of N. 
A. Crawford, in charge of the depart- 
ment of journalism, that the Press 
club took steps to petition Sigma Del- 
ta Chi. The obtaining of the charter 
Is largely due to the efforts of the de- 
partment of Journalism, A local jour 
nallstic organisation of the College 
mnde an unsuccessful effort several 
years ago to secure a charter from 
Sigma Delta Chi. The fol lowing state- 
ment by P. M. Church, secretary of the 
fraternity and well-known newspaper 
correspondent of Ann Arbor, Michigan 
regarding the department of journal- 
ism In the College shows how the 
work twins done here Is considered: 
"I have learned through several chan- 
nels of the surprisingly broad extent 
of the practical and technical jour 
nallstic work that your men are ac 
compllahing and I have no hesitancy 
in predicting that the fraternity will 
act favorably on your petition." The 
granting of the charter comes as a 
recognition of the strength of the de- 
partment of Journalism in the Col- 
lege.

In contrast In the races with the style 
which tho Australian cracks pitted 
against them.

W. R. Nelson, editor or the Knnsns 
City Star, died at his I mine In Kansas 
City on Tuesday Ills death marks 
the end of one of tile few great Amer- 
tran editors, and the Kansas City Sta 1 '. 
perhaps the second greatest paper In 
America Is a monument which he 
built In the last SO years President 
Wntera sent the following telegram to 
the Star: 

"In the death of Colonel Nelaun. 
American Journal lam haa lost one of 
Its most conspicuously succeoaful 
leaders, and the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College haa sustained the 
hiss of one of Its staunches! friends 
anil importers In the work of agricul- 
ture and country licit erment. For 
many yearn Colonel Nelson baa stood 
for agricultural development and for 
the .cultivation of the finer thlngn of 
rural life. He was among the first 
to catch the vision of rural life bet- 
terment nnd the first permanent load- 
er to undertake a. systematic study of 
family life conditions on the farm. 
Before. Theodore Honsevelt organized 
a country life commission. Colonel 
Nelson established a privately flnnn- 
ced commission to investigate farm 
IHe problems. He gave to the great 
paper* he controlled a dtstlnetlvo rur- 
al flavor and made them exponents 
of better farming and better methods 
of distributing farm products.."—!!. J. 
Waters, president.

All our best English lit- 
erature Is ahot through and through 
vlth ftlbllcal quotations, mailnm. met- 
aphors, character, and allusions, the 
one book with which a reader needs 
to tew familiar acquaintance is the 
lugllsh Bible It Is ridiculous for 
any one to undertake lo teach English 
lltcrnturo who does not know his Bi- 
ble at least as welt as he knows his 
Shakespeare On the |«ges he la un- 
dertaklaE to elucidate he will meet the 
fllhlo five times where he will meet 
Shakespeare once. For puri>oec s of 
critical exposition, it !* certainly quite 
as necessary for him to understand 
Jacob as to understand Shylock: fa- 
miliarity with -lob is of greater prac-

The state will pay the expenses of 
nil Kansas livestock shipped to tho 
exposition that Is accepted as worthy 
of representation. The committee 
which will decide upon the stock, will 
consist of one breeder of each breed 
represented and a representative from 
the animal husbandry department of 
ihe College. 

In order to help teh small breeder 
who may have Individuals of excep- 
tional merit but unable to fit his 
Mtock Tor show, the animal husband- 
ry department Is offering to make 
special arrangements with the breed- 
er whereby he may have his stock fit- 
ted at the College.

The freight to the exposition and 
return, together with the expenses of 
sn attendant for each carload of stock, 
will tie paid if the stock Is accepted 
and afterward brought back to the 
Hate. Expenses of animals accepted 
Ot the fnlr and sold will not be paid 
unless the stock places sixth or bet- 
ter In open competition. When a 
hreed,er is unable to ship a carlond 
of stock, arrangements will lx> made 
Ui combine several exhibits of stock 
at some central transfer point. 

Breeders who expect to make an 
exhibit will do well to notify W, A. 
i 'neb el. professor of animal husband- 
ry in the College, of the number of 
animals they desire to exhibit.

Robert Latham Owen, United States 
Senator from Oklahoma, is the next 
and lust number of the lecture course 
coming Tuesday, April 20. 

The doors open at 7:30 o'clock, the 
lecture being timed (or S:li>. All 
late comers must take back seats. 
The single admission is 50c and tick- 
ets may be secured at the door. 

Senator Owen wll sneak on "Gov- 
ernment by the People," an address 
without a political flavor. The speak- 
er will be preceded by a number of 
tnc faculty Viuartetto. and will be 
introduced by President Waters. 

Senator Owen Ib a graduate or the 
Washington and l^ee university, fin- 
ishing In 1877. He Is at present sen- 
ator from Oklahoma, starting on his 
second term In 1913, ills senator- 
ship is the climax of a career of 
thirty years in the Indian territory 
when tlse Dal ton train rohliers and 
unruly Indians kept the territory In 
a. perpetual turmoil and made life as 
hardy as that of the extreme frontier. 
Senator Owen began as ci lawyer. 
Inter turning to educational work 
which gradually trough! him Unto 
the publishing field. He was one- 
time editor of the Indian Chlefain. 
He was C. S, agent for the Five civ- 
ilized trl'.>es, and organised the first 
national bank of Muskogou. His first 
;>tg work was In 1831 when he acted 
as attorney and recovered from the 
l' itl led Stales government, nearly 
I9.000.n00 for Choetaws, Chicknsaws, 
ami Cborokees. Later he got an act 
through Congress giving citizenship 
to every' Indian In the Indian terri- 
tory. Mr. Owen was sent to the son • 
ate in 1907, when Oklahoma was ad- 
mitted as a state, and has been the 
only nian ever elected to his seat In 
the senate. 

He la a remarkable speaker as Is 
shown by his popularity on the lec- 
ture platform; Congress had btirely 
adjourned on March 4th, when he be- 
gan to take up his lecture course du- 
ties, Senator Owen has the added 
distinction of being a big man; he Is 
yet in his fifties and Is one of the 
most prominent men In the senate 
I'ndoiibtedly he will rise to still high- 
er In distinction in government af- 
fairs.

Ccr- 
raony <s sorry for Prance, shows 
nothing but contempt for Bussia. hut

These are some of the sentiments 
made this morning by Charles K. 
Scott, former congressman of Kan- 
BH, In an Intensely inlcrestliig ad- 
dress at the college this n:nrnlng at 
;i o'clock on the subject, "Belgium." 
Mr. Scnti baa Just returned from Ilel- 
plum where he nccompiinled the ship 
Hint carried Hour from Kansns to the 
ttrlcken Belgians He said that his 
trip was Intensely Interesting. "It 
was no pleasure trip, however." he 
remarked. "The Atlantic Is no calm 
I ody of water In winter nnd la is not 
i \nctly a pleasure to ride through a 
cold, bleak country In an automobile 
in January nnd February, However, 
I am Rind I went, hut nothing could 
Induce me to make the trip again." 

Vivid descriptions of ruined cities 
nnd fortM, deserted towns and villages.

ern France, "At every cross-roads, 
nt every railroad crossing, at the out- 
skirts of every village we were slop- 
ped liy soldier* who, most be K.iltsfled 
tlint wo had a right to enter or leave 
n town, lint In nil cises we found 
them courteous and kindly," 

"I sen no enrly end for the war," 
wild Mr, S.-ott. "In fact, 1 do not be- 
lieve that an early peace [a deslrnble. 
it won Id only mean an armed truce 
and the uallonn would only go home 
to prepnre hupe armaments for an- 
other war, Tbe war can only end In 
Ihe complete exhaustion of the hnl- 
llgernnts so that there will remain 
no idea of rearming In Oi* minds of 
the people, 

"It Is not our fight." said Mr. Scott 
In conclusion, "and we should not al- 
low ourselves to be drawn Into It, 
When the end comes of tbe war let 
the nations turn to the United Stales 
to lead them to peace."

'College students here pay less for 
their board than at almost any other 
place In the middle west" says Secre- 
tary McLean of the V. M. C. A. Mr. 
McLean has visited a great many 
sehoota In both tho United States and 
Mexico and has been compiling stat- 
istics on the board proposition. 

The price of board to most students 
here Is from 12.75 to 13.50 a week. 
There are some (3,75 houses r.nd a 
few charging J1 There are a num- 
ber of boys' cluln, such as th.it at 
the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion building, and in such an organi- 
zation board Is cheaper than at a 
place admitting both boys and girls. 
Furnishing Heard at Cost 

The Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation club has 40 members this year. 
An initiation fee of 35 is charged. 
Board Is furnished at cost Out of 
tbe 35 fee the dishes and other equip- 
ment are bought.

This Is an average dally bill of rare 
there : 

Breakfast — choice of two kinds of 
cereals, fried potatoes, biscuits, bread 
and butter, syrup and coffee or cocoa 
Once or twice a week eggs and toast 
are served. 

Dinner — mashed potatoes, fried or 
boiled meat, two kinds of vegetabtea, 
coffee, and pie or pudding. 

Supper — potatoes, two vegetables, 
bread and butter, sauce, cookies, meat 
once a week. 

An average dnl'y bill of fare at tbe 
houses charging $3 .50 and f3.75 Is: 
Another Rill of Fnre. 

Breakfast— fruit or cereal, biscuits, 
bread and butter, bam, bacon, sau- 
sage, or eggs, cocoa or coffee. 

Dinner — potatoes, meat, two vegeta- 
bles or one vegetable and a salad, 
bread, butler, coffee, dessert. Frozen 
dessert with cake Is served once a 
neck. 

Supper — Soup once or twice a week, 
meat, bread and butter, two vegeta- 
bles, cookies, stewed or fresh fruit 

At the places charging 34, dinner 
Is usually served in the evening, and 
Hie meals are served In courses. Fra- 
ternity and sorority h onsen average 
nltout II but they account for this dif- 
ference by the amount of entertaining 
necessary. 

Boom rent in from $N to $12 a 
month, with $10 as the average. A 
few places charge more than $12. Two 
iitiidents usually occupy a room, mak- 
ing the price to each half of the figure 
riven.

"Tho first lesson or two la pretty 
hard for the girls," said MYs, Blrdsall. 
"The most difficult part of knitting 
consists In learning the needles. A 
large number of our gtrtf, we find, enn 
pick up the Dutch method of handling 
the needles much more readily than 
tbe English method. They are taught 
however, to use l>oth methods. long 
Ivory needles are being used at the 
t=tnrt. Tbe girls Hmt learn a number 
of simple stitches and gradually work 
into the more difficult fancy stitches. 

Thorough Knowledge Is Important. 

"K thorough knowledge of all the 
different stitches, we feel, la of moat 
importance. The girls can lake tho 
stitches they learn here and develop 
their work nftcr leaving school." 

After tbe girls learn tho plain knit- 
ting stitche* they will take crochet- 
ing and will leam the stitches used In 
this work. Arter lite crochet stitches 
are finished, tho different embroidery 
stitches will be learned, lly tho time 
tho girls have completed this course 
they will have learned how to make 
a large number of articles aurh as 
wearing apparel, table decorations, 
and house decorations, besides being 
able to work from a pattern or design.

BRAIITS AT A BIG PREMIUM, 



At Soldiers Field In Cambridge Per- 
cy Haughton has a big squad of ath- 
letes and la following out hta favorite 
principle or taking bright youths and 
teaching them football, rather than 
following the old plan of taking a 
football player and trying to Impart 
to him Intelligence, flauchton, with 
the system he has established in Har- 
vard football, was one of the first foot- 
ball coaches to realize that under the 
dow rules of the game, mental train- 
ing means more than brawn and 
strength. 

Brains at Premium. 

According to Haughton, brains are 
at a greater premium on the gridiron 
than ever before In the history of the 
game. In speaking of the last football 
season, the Crimson coach points, out 
that both the public and the newspap- 
er* have heen impressed with the men- 
tal development* of football 

"A tremendous advance has been 
made." says Haughtnn, "over the old- 
time method of preparation, when 
pounding, rather than thinking, put a 
team in shape for its final teat. 
Takes too Much Time. 

"The faculty's attitude toward foot- 
ball," continued the Harvard coach, "Is 
that there is too much time devoted 
to It, too much time taken away from 
the books, as they put it The profes- 
sor Is apt to dwell upon and see only 
one side of the game. When he aaya 
that there is too much time taken 
away from the books, he forgets that 
a hoy, when he goes to a football 
practice, Ib getting Just as good men- 
tal training as he does In the school- 
room, If not better, I say as good or 
better, because football players are 
always very much Interested In their 
subject, and I doubt if that can be 
said of all other subjects which are 
given In college. 

Keeping Up In Studies. 

"The professor forgets also that 
owing to the Intensity of feeling and 
the pressure which Is brought to bear 
from graduates and coach, these men 
are actually made to keep up In their 
studies. Host of the colleges In this 
country have a rule which says that 
If a man goes on probation he Is not 
allowed to represent that college on 
the varsity teem. In order that do 
candidate be lost for this reason the 
captain, coach, graduates, and under- 
grau&tea Join together and say to the 
boy who Is not a world beater In his 
studies. 'If you do not keep up in 
your studies and if you go on proba- 
tion you are disgraced, Just as much 
disgraced as If you broke training 
physically.' 

"It seems to me that tbla Is a move- 
ment which should spread through 
every college, bo that the football and 
baseball player and other athletes 
Should be automatically kept up in 
their studies. I know parents who 
have thanked me for my interest In 
that movement at Harvard. We have 
worked hard ANN and have organ- 
ised an elaborate system."

"The foot and month disease situa- 
tion In Kansas la encouraging The hot 
sun, through disinfection, and rigid in- 
spection and quarantine will eventual- 
ly win In Kansas. Wo can safely pre- 
dict a clean slate and return to nor- 
mal conditions by January 1, 1918." 

These were the statements of Dr. 
K. 8. Scbo'nleber, professor of veteri- 
nary medicine In the college, before 
the cattlemen's meeting last week. 

Kansas lias hud six outbreaks of 
the foot and month disease. It was 
necessary to kill 1,217 cattle, valued 
nt fTZ£tt.7t; 313 hogs, valued at f3,- 
MSJft or this amount the owners 
were reimbursed In full by Uic state 
and national governments. Besides 
the value of the animals for which 
Kansas has paid amounting to 138,- 
025.99, the cost of disinfecting the 
premises and the necessary veterinary 
Inspection will make the total cost of 
the foot and mouth disease to Kansas 
$50,000 or 960,000.

Mnnks have been sent out to nearly 
100 universities and colleges In the 
four states, Missouri, Iowa Kansas 
and Neiraska in which conference 
schools are located. All the members 
ot the conference have siijnlned their 
Intention of entering full teams and 
?eveal other schools have already 
Indicated that hey will be represent- 
ed. 

t'ntil this year invitations were sent 
to nil the leading universities of the 
rutted States. Borne of the large 
schools, not In this district, entered 
only when their track prospects were 
unusually bright At the meeting of 
the facultv representatives last win- 
ter it was decided to limit competi- 
tion to schools In the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference territory, so as to 
make the meet more representative 
of this section. 

The Universities of Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Nebraska, Drake Univer- 
sity, Iowa and Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College make up the member- 
ship of the Missouri Valley Confer- 
ence. 

Meet Started in 1«0&. 

On Account of finances the annual 
track moots baa been held In larger 
cttle* heretofore. The first meet, In 
l no*, was in Kansas City. The next 
four, 1903. 1910, 1911 and 1912, were 
In Dee Moines. In 1013 and 1014 the 
meets were held on Francis Field, 
Washington University, St. Louts. 

Missouri Is the only school which 
has won a permanent trophy or the 
coherence. The Tigers won three 
successive meets, 1911, 1912 and 1913, 
with the result that a large loving 
cup Is in the trophy case at Roth well 
Gymnasium. 

The first meet was won hy Ames 
with 52 points. Missouri won tour 
first and two thirds and ranked sec- 
ond, with a total of 22 points. The 
next meet, in 1909, went to Nebraska. 
The Cnrnhuskers made 30 points Mis- 
souri was fourth with 22 1-3 points. 
Kansas won the third meet with 30 
points. Missouri was again second 
with 2! points. In 1911 Missouri 
placed In every event except the 100 
yard dash, one-half mile relay, pole 
vault and nlga jump, and won the 
meet with 40 points. Kanaaa was 
eccond with 31. Miaou rl won the 1912 
meet by a big margin, making 00 1-2 
points while Nebraska, second, made 
only 21 5-6. The cup was given to 
Missouri in 1913 when the Tigers won 
seven first*, one second, one third 
and three fourths In the meet at St. 
I jo uts. Miaou rl's score thot year was 
42. Amos won second pi see with 29 
points. 

<Last year Missouri and Kansas tied 
for fifth place with 12 points each. 
Moss won the two-mile run In 0:48.4 
Thatcher hrolte a conference record 
when ho threw the discus 126 feet 
10 4-5 Inches. He also took third 
place in the shot put Chicago won 
the meet

The remarkable growth or the Penn- 
sylvania relay carnival, which at- 
tracted 25,000 persons at Franklin 
Field, Philadelphia, last Friday and 
Saturday, has been the outstanding 
feature or the collegiate athletic 
world. Stirling twenty years ago 
11 1th representation of ten colleges and 
eight schools, the event has steadily 
developed until this year 100 colleges 
and 200 schools were on the competi- 
tive list. During this time the inter- 
collegiate athletic games have shown 
little or no advancement 

Each year Bince Its Inception this 
event has grown In popularity snd 
the competition hss become steadily 
keener. Because of the greatly In- 
creased number of entries this year 
It was round necessary to devote two 
days to sport Instead of one day. as In 
previous years. 

The relay races were begun In 1S05, 
in which year eighteen relay team* 
were entered In the different events. 
Four of the teams represented Phila- 
delphia Institutions. This year morn 
than 2.500 contestant tickets were Is- 
sued, which Is 600 more than Bent out 
last year, and every college and school 
of any importance between the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific was represented at the 
.games. 

In the early years of the raceB Har- 
vard and Pennsylvania were the only 
contestants In the one-mile champion- 
ships. Yale soon joined the pair, and 
the Crimson and Blue were Peon's 
greatest competitors for the first ten 
years, but for a time these two uni- 
versities did not send their best team a 
Harvard and Yale both returned to 
the fold this year, the former finish- 
ing second to Pennsylvania, In the one 
mile event. In which a new world's 
record was made, while Yale was 
third In the two-mile title event and 
won the one-mile freshman cham- 
pionship. 

Pennsylvania has won more or these 
championship events than any other 
college, which is accounted for hy the 
fact that the Quakers enter a team 
In each of the three chnniplonahlps 
every year. Other colleges cannot do 
this fur various reasons. Pennsylvan- 
ia has won twenty-two championships, 
winning tho four-mile event eight 
times, the two-mile event eight times 
and the one-mile event four times, and 
the one-mile freshman race twice. 

Tho peculiar part of the games In 
that Cornell has won but two cham- 
pionships, which can Ire explained In 
various ways. The Ithacana do not 
put their bept efforts Into getting Into 
shape for the relays, but this year 
Cornell was represented hy a speedy 
quartet of mllers, and easily captured 
the four-mile championship.

Are to be Open to the Student 
Body, 



California University Used 
Tln« Last Week. 

The University of California boaata 
of a new 186,000 track which was 
used for the first time last week In a 
meet with Stanford. 

The oval covers a land area of TOO 
by 300 feet The t Is twenty- 
four feet wide and itovs for eight 
Innes. The field wai not fash lotted 
after any particular track, but em- 
bodies all the test Ideas In plan and 
construction. One feature that la dis- 
tinctively new and that Is being put 
Into effect for the first time la the 
use of snavtngs and rice me.tc3 to get 
a springy foundation and thus pre- 
vent 'broken muscles -and stValnied 
tendons. Another feature Is the 
drainage system. A porous gravel 
drain on the Inside clrcumfereanee of 
tbe track will carry the water off the 
track as soon ss It falls and will 
make It possible to hold meets even 
thmtgh it I* raining. The field is of 
double construction with two pits and 
two take-offs for each event. This 
will allow Held event men to take ad- 
vantage or the wind. 

The bleachers have a seating ca- 
pacity of 12.901), which is double that 
of Stanford's. Beneath the bleachers 
are the secondary training quarters, 
equtped almost as completely as the 
one In the gymnasium. Track men 
will use these quarters during foot- 
ball season. Next fall the field will 
be turfed and beautified by planting 
flowers and shrubs around the edges. 



Funrth Annual Track and Field Meet 
Will Be Held Here ob Saturday, 
Ray B. 

The Fourth Annual State High 
School track and field meeting will 
be held on College Field on Saturday 
afternoon. May 8, and the management 
Is expecting the largest entry list ev- 
er arranged for a high school meet 
in the state. Several outside athletes, 
that is from out-laying districts, who 
have been unable to compete in their 
respective district elimination meets 
hAve sent in requests to be entered in 
Saturday's meet and will make the 
going decidedly faster, especially in 
the sprint events with the little speed- 
er Collier from Marquette toeing the 
marks. 

Last Saturday this runner clipped 
off tbe 50- yard event in 6 1-5 seconds 
at a meet at Lindsborg tying the 
world's high school time for the dis- 
tance. To be correct this ties any old 
mark that has ever been chalked up 
for the run as it never has been 
clocked any faster than 5 1-5, The 
Swedish timers must have used m K 
Bens Tor Its mighty good work for 
any aprinter to do after years and 
years of training and when one of 
these lightly clad athfletes does a 
mark of this kind with one season's 
work, bring out the trumpets. Let 
the acrlhes drag out their old six- 
cylinder self-starters and reel off many 
reams of that old stuff. 

Any way this high school track 
meet looks like a good Investment for 
one afternoon and it is deserving of 
a good house. Forget the hikes for 
one day and tug yourself out to the 
cinder course and see a good show. 



Believing that the students did not 
have sufficient opportunity to play ten- 
nis, tbe Board of Administration voted 
at its lust session here Saturday to 
r mid six tennis courts on the campus. 
These fiour.a will be distributed ov- 
er tbe campus In such a way aa to 
not Interior* with the present land- 
scape plana of State Forrester Scott 
They will probably be placed near 
or west of the two courts by the 
gymnasium. At present these two 
courts are being played upon only by 
the girl's physical training classes. 

The cost of the alx courts la not 
to exceed 1450. This will not permit 
the expenditure of more than 175 on 
each court 

White no definite plans have been 
laid aa to hov the courts shall be 
constructed it Is probable that they 
will be made of concrete or crushed 
rock. The average rock courts acat- 
tered over Manhattan cost from f25 
to 130 each, complete. The cement 
court is much faster than the crushed 
rock or nlrt as the balls rebound 
faster, making It necessary to play 
Taster. The crushed rock courts can 
be used at all tunes except when 
softened by heavy rains, and the ce- 
ment court is good at all times. The 
chief disadvantage of the cement court 
Is Its very hardness which makes a 
fall serious. Cement courts when 
smooth make it hard to play In the 
direct sunlight because of reflected 
light 

The tennis courts will be construct- 
ed as soon as possible and will be 
open to the student l»ody. It Is ex- 
pected that a large number will take 
advantage of their convenience.

Best Work Every Time. 

Percy D. Haughton, the Harvard 
rniverslty tootball coach, Is responsi- 
ble for the Introduction of the mov- 
ing-picture camera into the training 
quarters of the Harvard athletes. In 
tlie hop« of Instilling a little enthu- 
siasm and Inspiring the athletes to 
better efforts. This innovation has 
proven to be the l>eet athletic stimu- 
lus discovered at the university since 
Haughton took up the reins of head 
coach of the football team. With a 
moving-picture camera trained on 
them, the lioys perform right up to 
championship form. However, as 
soon as the moving picture apparatus 
disappears there is a noticeable falling 
off of "pep" on the part of the prac 
llclng athletes. 

"Doc" Sexton, the Harvard base- 
ball coach, recently had a scheme 
whereby he could get the maximum 
of efficiency out of his players by 
having a dummy moving-picture op- 
perator projecting a camera at his 
squa-d during their most Important 
games. Coach Sexton has always 
dabbled In psychology and its effects 
on ball players, but the "movie" man 
gave him an alwolutcty new Idea. 

Since the opening of the training 
reason at Harvard the baseball and 
lacrosse squad and the 'Varsity 
crews have been snapped several 
times by moving- picture men repre- 
senting the weekly news 111m services. 
While the moving picture operator was 
working the crank on tho crew it waa 
noticed by the coach that the men In 
the boat pulled their best stroke. The 
same was true of the baseball players.

The speaker declared that 
ih e Im» of phyrlcs concerning action 
and reaction has Its analogy in the 
business world, aa Is shown by the 
periodicity of seasons ol prosperity 
and panic. A period of rising prices 
and Increasing business activity Is 
certain to be followed by a corres- 
ponding iierlod of falling prices and 
depression. The duration of such t 
period Is Inversely proportional to 
the intensity of stimulation or depres- 
sion. 

By keeping an index number of 
twenty Tour different factors such as 
bank clearings, empty freight cars, 
immigration, discount rates, etc., the 
Balson organisation undertakes to 
forecast business conditions and to 
give good advice to business men as 
to whin to sell or when (o buy. This 
does not apply to the dally fluctua- 
tions of prices In a speculative mar- 
ket, but to periods of five and ten 
years. The speaker Illustrated this 
point by means of one of the Babsou 
chart* of business cycles.

Exceeds Rainfall of Month Unit 

Closed Monday. 

The month of May this year goes 
on record as the month of unusually 
low temperatures. The mean maxi- 
mum temeprature for the month was 
'.1.7. The average mean maximum 
temperature for 57 years at this sta- 
tion l>eing 79.23. The mean minimum 
temporalis * for the month was ft.4, 
the average for the past 57 years be- 
ing 59.6. The average temperature 
for May was HJ and the average for 
the past 37 years was 6!t.4. The high- 
est temperature recorded was *.<5 on 
May 14, and the loweBt was 35 on 
May 17, There were 17 clear, 11 
cloudy and three partly cloudy days. 

The rainfall tor the month was 
'.i.V. Inches. The average rainfall for 
May at this station la 4.79. The rain- 
fall for this month has been exceeded 
1u only one other and that was In 
Vay, 1903. when 12.97 tnehee fell. De- 
hlructlve hall fell on May 23 and 2«. 
Light frosts are recorded on Moy I 
and 17, but no damage was done. The 
last killing frost or tills year was on 
April 3, which, with the exception of 
March 31, 1863, Is a record for an 
early date of the last killing frost, at 
this station. This Is one of the few 
years In which no killing front is re- 
corded for the month of May.

Kansas College Also Regulates Dress 
of Girls. 
The Kansas Holiness college, sltu- 
uu*d In Hutchinson, with 177 students 
enrolled, ha* declared war on Dan 
Cupid and tevered diplomatic rela- 
tions with Hiinc Fashion. 

'i is rule 21 of the new code of 
discipline of this college that does the 
business. H*re It la, as announced 
this week by the college faculty: 

Young imi tile who think more of 
love making than of <;od are not 
wanted and need not apply in this 
school, tllrls sre not allowed to wear 
dresses with short sleeves or low 
necks, or those made of thin material 
exiwslng the body. This rule will tie 
kindly hut firmly enforced." 

There are 177 students enrolled In 
the college, at present aa shown by 
Ihe register, and over 100 of them are 
young women. There wos consterna- 
tion amum. the glrta when new rule 
21 was promulgated. 

Some of the girls vowed and de- 
clared they'd never put up with it. 
hut the majority approved it, after 
sober reflection, and agreed that It 
was a reasonable restriction after all 
The young men studenta showed a 
noticeable lack of enthusiasm over the 
rule. It was whispered about that 
they were ready to Join the girls in a 
"strike" agalnat It Rut nothing of 
that kind occurred. 

This was graduating week at the 
college. The class of 1915 was gradu- 
ated this week. The girls all wore 
guwns fastening tight about the neck, 
and with full sleeves. There were 
fully dressed for the occaalon. 

There'll lie none of thla "peeka-a- 
hoo," "x-ray." decolelte business 
nmong the girls or the Hutchinson 
college. 

Rule 21 is not the only ono that has 
been causing comment. Other re- 
strlctlons imposed In the new code 
of rules fellow:

"Rule Iv Kaeh student Is to take 
an half-hour walk dally or some other 
regular appointed form of exercise." 
"Rule ML Kludenls ure not allowed 
to contract did its at the stores, or bor- 
row or leiirl clothing."

The Biological Bulletin has accept- 
ed for publication a preliminary paper 
on "The Cytology of the derm Cells 
of Pnratettlx." by Dr. Mary T. t tar- 
man of the zoolnwly departm-nt of 
the college. This paper presents the 
first results of an investigation con- 
cerning the function of the ebiomos- 
omes lu the inheritance of character 
lu the group of grasshoppers which 
are Mjdag bred as a part of the zoo- 
logical work of the experiment sta- 
tion.

When the class liebl its see- 
oud laboratory period Saturday, some 
surprise was manifested at the con- 
siderable growth that covered 'the 
previously sterile- ntSU plate. 

On one of the plates which was in- 
oculated with one cubic CMttaMttf of 
College water were «7 colonies of or- 
ganisms. Of these ten were of tin 
liiieiiiui i ->li type The UarBU Cull 
are found common I v lu S'watc and 
as they resemble many fWmwtni germs, 
whenever the water is full of tln;n 
It Is taken that the water Is unfit. 
"There should not be so many of these 
organisms," said Instructor Clsseo, 
"four would have been a Isrge num- 
ber. The excess amount may have 
1 een caused by tile high water."

Chemical, baking, and storage tests 
or Kansas flours ore discussed by C. 
G. Swanson. associate professor of 
chemistry, nt.d L. A. Fltz, professor, 
of milling Industry, in a bulletin Just 
published. The publication contains 
descriptions and photographs of the 
apparatus used in making the tests 
and gives detailed results exhibited 
by means of charts, tables, and photo- 
iiraphs.
